He then re- 
leyed instructions to the soldiers 
to build a signal fire. 


Two hours later. Fort Churchill 


reported the soldiers has been 
rescued by helicopter, Wojew- 
deski said.

THE UNEVENTFUL LIFE 
OF W1IBRU/W4BU 


Fifty years ago, being a young 
shaver brought up on-the sea and 
reading all the exciting stories 
I could find, I could not help but 
feel that if Jack Binns, the hero 
of the SS Republic disaster could 
do such a thrilling stunt, that 
there must be something to the 
Wireless game. So, I launched 
out to be a wireless operator in 
1910. 

Much water has gone over the 
dam since then but I must ad- 
mit that it has been and still is 
the most interesting thing in my 
life. 

Of course I went through with 
the early equipment using elec- 
troletic detectors and coherers 
but still at that time crystal de- 
tectors were coming in and when 
I built my first three crystal de- 
tector stand, things were hum- 
ming. 

The usual Ford coil was in use 
at first but being interested in 
electricity anyway, I was soon 
using a home-made transformer 
that used well over 1 KW input. 
The neighbors all knew when I 
was operating, as the open spark 
gap was heard for a long dis- 
tance. When my friends wanted 
to know if I was home they 
would listen up at the head of 
the street until they heard me 
transmit. 

In the spring of 1913 Harry 
Gawler, first Radio Inspector for 
_the First District paid all of us 
hams a visit and said that we 
had to be licensed. We disagreed 
with him although we were a 
real nuisance to the Coast Guard 
and other ships plying in and out 
of Portland, Maine harbor. How- 
ever, we compromised and Harry 
agreed to keep the power com- 
pany off our necks if we would 
make a few simple changes in 
our sets to keep the lights in the 
neighborhood from blinking and 
take the examination for a li- 
cense. The result of the tests 
were that I was officially as- 
signed the call 1 FU. 

The summer of 1913 we found 
out that DeForest had invented 
a vacuum tube and believe me 
that excited our interest. By a 
lot of planning and saving and a 
little bit of legal work by one of 
the fellows who was _ studying 
law we managed to get one tube 
in the town. It lasted almost 
three days but we had found out 
how to get the tubes so it was 
not long before we had one in 
operation. 

Shortly after finding out what 
could be done with a vacuum 
tube (incidentally I still have 
one) we branched out to fancy 


rotary gaps and all the rest of 
the high class equipment such as 
leyden jars and _ photographic 
plates for condensers. Needless 
to say I was always broke fi- 
nancially and my mother sure 
did get after me for buying all 
the junk. It still is junk. 

By this time I had acquired 
about all the skill I thought I 
needed to get a commercial tick- 
et. This I did as the operators 
on the New York and Boston 
boats wanted a trip off now and 
then in the summer and we 
young fellows were only too will- 
ing to oblige for the trip and the 
experience. 

Late in 1915 Clarence and 
“T-O-M” Hiram Perey Maxim 
started QST and through Harry 
Gawler we got acquainted with 
them over at the “T-O-M” office. 
The contacts made there and 
with operators outside of the 
state made the game progress 
very rapidly from thence on. 

By 1917 things were going 
great guns when we joined the 
Navy to see the world and lick 
the Huns. I was in the Navy but 
a few days when the Chief asked 
me if I was a radio operator. 
Thinking he meant professionally 
I said no as I was an electrician 
at that time and studying to ue 
an electrical engineer. When I 
told him I had a ham and a com- 
mercial ticket he said that the 
Commander wanted to see me 
as the Navy needed radio oper- 
ators. That was the end of my 
electrical career. From then on, 
the Navy insisted I was a radio 
man and [I guess I still am. 

Navy life was most interest- 
ing and with my electrical ex- 
perience it was not long before 
I was in submarines. Here I 
learned a lot about radio, partic- 
ularly underwater reception and 
transmission. All the time across 
the pond we brought underwater 
operation to a high state. When 
the sub-chasers came over they 
all had radio-phone (WE) equip- 
ment which was really advanced 
for the ‘art in those days. How- 
ever, dampness sure raised cane 
with the equipment and soon 
most of it was out of commis- 
sion. Someone said I was a ra- 
dio man so I was assigned to fix 
up the equipment. The receiving 
end was easy enough but I sure 
did sweat over CW. I had not 
used that type of transmission 
but after a while I found that 
it could be done so you see I did 
learn something. 


After the war I felt that I had 
not seen enough of the world so 
I went to sea again. Most of the 
equipment was fairly up to date 
by then and with vacuum tube 
receivers and ‘amplifiers it was 


easy enough getting distance. In 
three years I saw most every- 
thing and as shipping was dying 
down I decided to go “back to 
work.” 

MORE ... MORE .... MORE ...... 

You know for some reason or 
other it didn’t turn out that way. 
I could not get radio out of my 
mind and as KDKA had started 
broadcasting I started a radio 
shop and a radio broadcasting 
station of my own. WTAJ were 
the call letters and it was the 
first broadcasting station in the 
state of Maine. I found that the 
people did not believe radio was 
here to stay and not having 
money enough to increase power 
as I desired I gave it up to build 
one for one of the local hotels. 
This I ran for a couple of years 
but it still did not satisfy me. 

Of course the first thing was 
get into CW. With CW, things 
to junk the spark outfit and to 
improved tremendously. Dis- 
tances were getting smaller and 
to work across tne country was 
getting common. When Pau! 
Godley went over to Scotland we 
were all prepared with beverage 
wires (which we learned about in 
the Navy) and real receivers. 
When Paragon Grebe and some 
of tne others started to put re- 
ceivers on the market we started 
to get commercialized. We went 
irom back-to-back self rectified 
transmitters to pure (question 
mark) DC circuits and built up 
to tae maximum power the law 
would allow. 

I was soon called back to the 
Navy and the governmen in 
Washington and started building 
airways. At this time we really 
were into the best equipment 
money could buy IF we designed 
ie: 

I had to give up my 1 BQ ham 
call and settle for 3VK. This 
call I used throughout the coun- 
try as portable and the first 
thing I would do would be to set 
up a ham transmitter for opera- 
tion. 

In 1929 the Navy called me to 
start a reserve unit in Washince- 
ton, D. C. and this activity kept 
up until World War II. During 
tnis period I had several calls 
N3EEN, N38BVG and NEM be- 
ing the most active. Here we 
started hundreds of hams on 
their way and today I still hear 
from many who have gone far 
in radio. 

When World War II broke out 
I was assigned to determine, pro- 
cure and control all aviation ra- 
dio in the Navy. This assign- 
ment kept me so active it was a 
good thing that ham radio was 
not in the cards. I travelled ev- 
erywhere with the Navy and 
commercial airlines as I was one

Testing and tuning during the 
last few minutes of an hour in 
preparation for operation in a net 
beginning on the hour invariably 
interrupts and handicaps the op- 
eration of the net in progress 
and robs that net of time which 
is rightfully theirs. During the 
opening portion of each MARS 
net the NCS does or should pro- 
vide time for net members to 
test and tune their equipment. 


If all members test and tune 
their equipment only during the 
time provided then the last few 
minutes of each MARS net can 
be used without unauthorized and 
unnecessary interference. Strict 
compliance with correct procedure 
in this matter will benefit not 
only other MARS nets but also 
the net of which you are a mem- 
ber.

The Civil Defense mobile van 
was moved to Westside Manor, a 
housing develmpoent west of Or- 
lando. Some 200 flood victims 
were evacuated from this area. 
They were sent to Red Cross 
headquarters and to the Amer- 
ica Legion Home for temprorary 
shelter. The communications van 
maintained contact via two me- 
ters on 145.2mec and at 29,520ke 
on ten with Red Cross, the Legion 
home and the Orange County 
Sheriff’s office. 

A number of mobiles assisted 
on both ten and two. Typical mes- 
sages handled had to do with the 
welfare of separated members 
of families and requests for food, 
blankets, typhoid shots and other 
material. 

The 29 AREC and RACES 
members of Orange County are 
to be congratulated for their 
wonderful support during this 
flood disaster by giving up hun- 
dreds of man-hours to get the 
communications through. 

The Radio station and TV sta- 
tions plus the Newspaper gave 
amateur radio some good pub- 
licity during the four day opera- 
tion. 


BAND SWITCHING CALL 
SIGN PHONETICS 
FOR PHONE MEN 


Why be dull and use the same 
old phonetics on all bands? Just 
think of all the fun you could 
have by using a brand new set of 
sharp phonetics on each band you 
operate on. It really isn’t hard 
if you analyze the situation. For 
instance, here at K4GBS operat- 
ing the 75 meter phone band, it 
seems quite fitting to annouice: 
“this is Kay Four ‘George Ber- 
nard Shaw’” in unwavering aus- 
tere tones reflecting the formal 
(?) aspects prevailing. 

On 40 meters ,the activity be- 
comes more pronounced and here, 
“Greyhound Bus Station” mignt 
be appropriate. Again, being a 
roundtable band, “Great Bull 
Shooter” could be suitable. 


Twenty meters was the only 
problem encountered, and here, 
“Keeping Four Gorgeous Beau- 
tiful Squaws” was chosen be- 
cause I could if I didn’t spend the 
money on higher power to oper- 
ate here. Hm-m-m — that gives 
me an idea — may be I could 
run half as much power and 
move to the Second Call Area. 
(Apologies to K2GBS — but 
there is still the First Call Area 
presenting the same relative 
change per cent wise and the 
same db loss.) 


Fifteen meters called for a 
very shrewd decision and the 
ARRL Standard phonetic alphe- 
bet was most suitable as “George 
Baker Susan’. Since “Susan’’ is 
not recognized immediately hy 
the uninitiated, it makes it con- 
venient for TVI Complaints to be 
addressed to “George Baker” 
who can be found in most any 
telephone book. It worked part 
of the time and I changed to 


“George Baker Speaking’? which 


really had them fouled up — for 
a while, anyway. Ten meters 
was an out and out snap! 
“Groans Bars and Stripes” was 
considered since they replaced 
“Guns Boots and Saddles” on 
Channel 2. Another possibility 
was “Growing Bald Slowly” whiie 
I waited for the DX to come in 
for that “Great Big Sensation”. 

The equipment manufacturers 
could even have an extra window 
on their gear so when the band- 
switch was operated the correct 
set of phonetics would come into 
view. 

Just think — phonetics for any 
situation like “Charlie Queen Da- 
vid Xray” for the DX bands, or 
on crowded bands, you can be 
more emphatic and more clearly 
indicate the conditions with 
“Queen Robert Murder”. 


Of course it may be discon- 
certing to be operating on the 
lower frequency bands an dthe 
NX suddenly start to roll in. An 

stor might be forced to be 
ley and use the wrong pho- 
n’ rather than be frustrated. 
And it would be quite possible 
for his fellow amateurs to call 
him and direct his attention tv 
his misuse, such as “Sorry, ‘Otto 
Mary, but you’re using the incor- 
rect phonetics on this band”! 

New equipment could be 
brought into use such as an Au- 
toma... Phonetic Monitor. This 
might be concocted by using ana- 
log or digital techniques which 
would sample the spoken pitc- 
netics and compare on a yes/no 
basis. Infractions would be’ rout- 
ed through weighted circuits 
which in the case of mild irregu- 
larities would cause a built in 
speaker to emit a “TSK-TSK” 
or in the case of repeated disre- 
gard would disable the transmit- 
ter by placing a one-inch square 
copper bar from plate to ground 
in the final stage.

On the 
contrary, MARS members should 
make a sincere effort to deliver 
all traffic via MARS nets before 
resorting to amateur refile. New 
subject. All MARS members are 
requested to review Sig 439-2 
para 74 page 39 with particular 
to sub para B(2). 


DX CONTESTING ... 


Most high contest scores usu- 
ally are made on CW, however, 
with activity on SSB increasing, 
some high scores are found us- 
ing SSB. As most of my contest- 
ing has been on CW, this little 
article concerns CW. 

First of all — why are the 
higher scores on Al? Simple, it 
is a well-known fact among con- 
testers that there are more active 
stations, that work the. contest, 
on CW. 

Second — with the exception 
of SSB, contacts can usually be 
made faster and with less QRM 
problems on CW. than on phone. 

Third — CW and SSB stations 
will: usually -be heard when no 
or little AM is heard. 

A very few tips for CWW op- 
erating in the contests such as 
the Sweepstakes, DX Test, CD, 
etc. include: 

1. Learn to copy CW. This 
does not mean copying CW with 
599 signals and no QRM, but 
copying CW strong and weak 
from high to low speeds. 

2. Try to send smooth easily 
copied CW. Set your speed to 
the state you are calling. 

3. Make ycur calls short. 

4. If the DX station is rare, 


chances are that a pile’ will be 
inevitable a few Ke’s giving 
him a call. SGihie aetimes 


brings immediate resuits). 

5. If the DX station is an ex- 
perienced CW operator. he might 
only  nswer stations off his fre- 
quency. If this is the ca~a, he will 
probably announce the frequency 
for stations to call him every few 
QSO’s. 

6. Good equipment and a very 
good antenna system. Most high 
scores result from excellent op- 
erators and some of the best 
equipment available. 

7. Stamina — Don’t go into 
a contest if your health is poor. 
Forty eight hours of. constant 
operating and no sleep can really 
tire one out. 

8. Experience — This is the 
main aid in working the contest. 
There is no substitute for experi- 


ence.

IN MEMORIAM 


It is almost distressingly easy 
to become a ham these days. 
Radio clubs conduct classes in 
code and theory; code at various 
speeds is broadcast regularly. by 
ARRL and others; the would-be 
ham can keep his:interest alive 
by getting a novice ticket — al- 
most for the asking. After he 
gets his ticket a bewildering 
array of factory made equipment 
awaits his down payments . . 
a few simple connections and 
most of it will practically work 
itself. Nearly everywhere there 
is available an older ham to give 
aid, advice and assistance. 

Not everyone, in days gone by, 
had it so easy; and high among 
those who became hams_ the 
hard way, is our friend and fel- 
low ARFer, Ulmer Ezell, W4PZT 
of Okeechobee, Fla., who depart- 
ed this life February 26th. 


Sixteen or eighteen years ago 
he was not a ham at all. He 
was successful business man in 
the up and coming county seat 
of Okeechobee, Fla. located near 
the bug lake of the same name. 
He was distributor for Philco 
products for his area; he owned 
15 substantial frame houses that 
he rented out; and he lived in 
the 16th, a two story house some- 
what above the local average. 


Then one of these Florida hur- 
ricanes, that to most of us hams 
merely afford an exciting chance 
to do a little QRRR work, swept 
across the state. In effect, it 
practically picked up that broad 
shallow lake, second largest in 
the United States, and dumped 
it on Okeechobee, Moore Haven, 
Clewiston and Belle Glade. When 
the wind subsided and the water 
went down, most of his 15 houses, 
including his home, had vanish- 
ed. He sold the few that were 


left, as scrap lumber, for $50.00 
each. Salvaged here and there 
enough to build a starkly simple, 
(not even a porch), two room 
and lean-to house to live in. 
His business was gone... cus- 
tomers to whom he had extended 
eredit were as bad off — or 
worse off — than he was... he 
did not have the means to start 
over. He was working in a very 
confined place on a piece of in- 
dustrial refrigeration when the 
unit exploded, releasing a cloud 
of poisonous sulphur dioxide gas, 
the kind you smell when surphur 
is burned. (They don’t use it any 
longer, but they did then). With 
his eyes tight closed to save his 
sight, and trying desperately to 
held his breath to save his lungs 
and his life, he managed to get 
to his feet, find the door, and 
collapse into the hall outside, 
where he was dragged to safety. 


This brought on a massive 
heart attack, and he was to spend 
the next several years of his life 
in bed. Poeple speak lightly of 
having been “flat on their backs” 
thru an illness . . they don’t 
know what they are talking 


about. Ulmer could have told 
them. . . for months on end he 
could: not, with safety, even 


raise. himself on one elbow ! 


There were no hams in Okee- 
chobee, but inevitably someone 
suggested that he try to become 
a ham... at least it would pass 
away the time. And thus; on his 
back; or on one elbow; or on 
extra good days propped up in 
bed, he studied theory and tried 
to learn the code by haphazard 
listening. 

You have to be a “Cardiac 
Cripple” yourself to realize what 
he went thru. It is not the sharp, 
knife like pain that you might 
imagine. You feel more as too a 
truck had dropped off the jack

VHF IN FLORIDA 
Allen A. Engleman, W4RMU 


It seems certain now that we 
have passed the high sun spot 
peak and are on the down swing. 
Activity and propagation are 
definitely dow non 50MC. There 
have been a few reported open- 
ings to South America, which 
apparently were F2, and some 
reports of openings to northwest 
via F2. On the whole, band open- 
ings have been down as com- 
pared to last spring. Several op- 
enings have been noted to South 
America at night which appar- 
ently are double hop sporadic E. 
This sort of opening is probably 
more common across the equator 
than we realize. Be on the alert 
for Sporadic E or short skip 
openings in all directions during 
the coming late spring and early 
summer months. Past years have 
seen peak activity for this kind 
of opening during these months. 
If you hear stations approxi- 
mately two or three hundred 
miles apart in QSO and they are 
four or five hundred miles from 
you, check 144MC for possible 
opening. 

Southern and middle Florida 
report good 144MC opening via 
tropospheric propagation on Ap- 
ril 7th. Stations as far north 
as Orlando and Melbourne work- 
ed 40 or more Texas stations. 
This opening apparently did not 
extend as far north as Jackson- 
ville, unless it were in the wee 
hours of the morning. From 
about 10 P.M. on Texas stations 
were rolling in S9 to the south- 
ern Florida gang. This condi- 
tion extended over to the follow- 
ing morning. By the following 
night this condition had appar- 
ently moved south into the Gulf 
and no such stations were heard, 
although one station in Pensa- 
cola, K4OFP worked all over the 
state with only 40 watts. 

Scattered reports of 220MC op- 
eration and planned operation in 
Florida are beginning to appear. 
W4RMU is in operation on 
220.050MC with 500 watts, pres- 
ently CW only. Antenna is a 
stacked array of two 13 element 
long john yagis. Any of you 
that would like 220MC_skeds 
please let me know. This should 
prove an excellent band for Flor- 
ida. 

144MC operation between 
Jacksonville and Miami seems to 
have much better promise that 
50MC. During the last few 
weeks activity on this band has 
picked up considerably with num- 
bers of stations being worked al- 
most nightly from Jacksonville. 
This includes stations like K4IFI 
in Hollywood who puts a fairly

10 METERS HEATH CB-1 


The Heath CB-1 is designed 
so that it can be used without 
modification on 10 meters eitier 
mobile or fixed. Tne coils used in 
the CB-1 will tune through the 
entire 10 meter band and prob- 
ably much higher. Regular 40- 
meter crystals cannot be used. A 
8rd overtone xtal will have to be 
obtained for the desired trans- 
mitter frequency from one of the 
xtal manufacturers. These us- 
ually can be gotten in about 1 
week on special order. The xtal 
should arrive about the same 
time the unit is completed so just 
slip in the 10-meter xtal and 
tune the transmitter in accord- 
ance with the instructions in the 
construction manual as if you 
were using a citizens band xtal. 


If you are satisfied the re- 
ceiver can be used as is to tune 
a 300 ke portion of the band. 
Just adjust the antenna and de- 
tector coils in accordance wita 
the instructions in the manual. 
I have found that best results 
are obtained if this is done witi. 
the tuning condenser 50% 
meshed so that you will be able 
to hear stations 150 ke on each 
side of your own frequency. A 
simple modification however 
makes it possible to tune from 
approximately 28.4 me to the 
high end of the band. A 20 MMf 
ceramic cond. is paralleled with 
tne 4.7 mfd cond. (C109) in the 
grid circuit of the detector tube. 
Then with a signal generator or 
frequency meter and the plates 
of the tuning condenser fully 
open tune the detector coil slug 
until a 30 me signal is heard. 
The antenna coil is then adjusted 
in the normal manner. 


Push to talk operation can be 
added by replacing the transmit- 
rece.ve switch with a 4PDT re- 
lay. For mobile operation power 
is obtainable from the Heath 
VP 1-6 or VP 1-12. The unit has 
a self contained AC power sup- 
ply. 

Heath has just announced that 
it is now making this transceiv- 
er in 6 and 10 meter modeis 
which ahe supplied with our 
crystals at about $2.00 less than 
the CB-1. Use of this transceiv- 
er for the past month has re- 
vealed that it is a very inexpens- 
ive way of going mobile, the 
prime limitation being surpris- 
ingly enough not the lack of 
power of the xmtr section, but 
the ability of the receiver to re- 
ceive skip stations so well. It is 
an excellent first mobile xmtr 
and can provide many new thriils 
for those heretofore tied to the 
home QTH only.

F.C.C. REGS. 


Quoted below is taken from our 
Amateur regulations. We hope to 
find space in each month’s issue 
for more of same to serve as a 
reminder. 

“Special provisions regarding 
radio teleprinter transmission. 
The following special conditions 
shall be observed during the 
transmission of radio teleprinter 
signals on authorized frequencies 
by amateur stations: 

(a) A single channel five-unit 
(start-stop) teleprinter code shall 
be used national telegraphic Al- 
phabet No. 2 with respect to all 
letters and numerals (including 
the slant sign or fraction bar) 
but special signals may be em- 
ployed for the remote control of 
receiving printers, or for other 
purposes, in “figures” positions 
not utilized for numerals. In gen- 
eral ,this code shall conform as 
nearly as possible to the tele- 
printer code or codes in common 
commercial usage in the United 
States. 

(b) The nominal transmitting 
speed of the radio teleprinter sig- 
nal keying equipment shall be ad- 
justed as nearly as possible to 60 
w.pm., in any event, within the 
range 55 to 65 w.p.m.

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
By Henry B. McMurria W4TAS 


On the roll of amateur radio are 
listed many professional men. A 
good example is old timer W4LN 
of Fort Lauderdale. 

Ernest A. Meinecke practiced 
dentistry for 38 years in New 
York City prior to retiring and 
moving to Florida. 

“Doc” became interested in 
radio back in 1909 before calls 
were issued by the government. 
He used the initial of his first 
mame and the initial of his 
brothers first name plus the init- 
jal of their last name and came up 
with the call EFM. The memory 
of this call has stuck with “Doc” 
and to ‘this day, when he wants to 
call his brother, wife or son, he 
whistles the call EFM in code and 
they come running. 

In those days “Doc” used a two 
inch spark coil, a straight gap and 
for receiving, a loose coupler, a 
pair of home made condensers and 
a ferron galena or silicon crystal 
detector. 

Station EFM also boasted one 
of the first DeForest Audion tube 
detectors that fit into a screw 
socket with a wire hanging out of 
it. This was a spare filament and 
when the filament burned out, 
this wire was inserted and served 
as a second filament. 

The first call that was issued to 
“Doc” was 20F. Later he held the 
call W2DM and then he was out 
of ham radio for a good many 
years. About nine years ago, he 
decided to get back into radio and 
passed the examination and was 
issued the call K2BV in Northern 
New Jersey where he lived at the 
time. 


“Doc” continued to study for a 
c.ass A ticket and when he went 
to take the exam, the examiner 
locked at his application and then 
dug into the archives of the 
F.C.C. located his old call. The 
result was that “Doc” came up 
with an Extra class license under 
the Grandfather’s clause. 


About four years ago “Doc” 
moved to Florida and acquired the 
call W4LN. He is a member of 
the Broward Radio Club and was 
a member of the Quarter Century 
Club in New York. 


The set-up at W4LN consists of 
a Collins 32 V2 and Collins 75 Al 
with a 40 foot EZ Way tower and 
a Tri-band beam and rotator on 
the way up. The family car 
boasts an Elmac transmitter and 
Elmac receiver. 

To quote “Doc”, “It’s the great- 
est hobby in the world. After all, 
whats more interesting than 
people?”’.

HINTS & KINKS 
Fred, K4UGC 


To get an antenna lead-in into 
the shack without water follow- 
ing it, and low power loss ad- 
vantage. (If tenant use, replace 
glass.) 

Dril three holes through the 
window pane with a 3/8 inch 
NEW earbide-tipped drill bit— 
one that has not been used with 
concrete. No power tool needed 
for this job, use a hand egg- 
beater type drill. Only a portion 
of the drill tip is used to make a 
hole large enough for a No. 6 
brass machine screw. Thirty 
minutes of slow drilling should 
just reach through the glass. 


Then drill from the other side 
of the glass with care not to 
speed up and heat the glass. 
Very light pressure is needed, so 
no back-up support is necessary. 

When both sides are nearly 
equal, slide the No. 6 brass ma- 
chine screw back and forth to 
enlarge the hole. It will smoothe 
the hole for an easy fit of a No. 
8 brass machine screw.

Operation Alert 1959 was a two 
day operation on the 17th and 
18th of April based on an all- 
out attack on the first day and on 
the immediate action taken by 
Civil Defense organizations on 
the second day which represented | 
a period equal to five days after 
the attack. 


RACES participation this year 
showed a considerable increase 
over previous years and indicates 
a continued growth of R.A.C.E.S. 
throughout Florida. Reports on 
the operation show that 
R.A.C.E.S. operated in Dade, 
Palm Beach, Broward, Collier, 
Manatee, Polk, Pinellas, Hills- 
borough, Orange, Brevard, Vo- 
lusia, Okaloosa and Escambia 
counties. 


The State RACES net operated 
for the two day period using both 
phone and c.w. emmission.

ONE SMALL VOICE 


Subject: TV and You 

Amateur radio has come 
through smiling on the TVI front. 
Nevertheless, there are still cases 
which crop up, perhaps when we 
move to a new location or put a 
new rig on the air. If the TVI 
problem has ever hit you, then 
you know the tense feelings and 
unpleasant situations which usu- 
ally arise. 

TVI is caused by only two 
things: (1) A poor transmitter, 
(2) A poor TV receiver (or both, 
of course). Tracking down a TVI 
problem should include considera- 
tion of the ENTIRE installation, 
from line cord to antenna. Our 
purpose here, however, will not be 
to go over the technical causes 
and cures for TVI, but rather to 
determine what to do with the 
neighbors when the problem ex- 
ists. Let’s take a case: Mrs. 
Snodgrass goes down and buys a 
five-hundred dollar television 
with all the extras: super-fine 
tuning, channel injection, remote- 
automatic-push-buttonsonic selec- 
tion, etc. Two weeks later, you 
move into the neighborhood, load 
up the clothesline with the trusty 
ARC5, and promptly turn Mrs. 
S’s TV into a lovely piece of deco- 
rative furniture. 

What happens? Mrs. S. finds 
you out and immediately begins 
complaining that you are ruining 
Edge of Night with your old ham 
set. You just try and tell an irate 
neighbor that the interference is 
caused by a design fault in his 
(or her) set, that you don’t inter- 
fere with your own set which is 
right in the same room and like 
that, and see how many friends 
you make. This is not the way to 
promote peace. 

In keeping with the true ama- 
teur (and neighborly) spirit, your 
first move should be to invite 
Mrs. S. over and have her view 
your interference-free set while 
you give out with the RF. Sec- 
ond, you must offer to install, 
free of charge, a high-pass filter 
at her set, explaining carefully 
that her reception will not be 
altered in any way, except to be 
rid of you. Insist that you will do 
everything in your power to re- 
solve the problem, and back it up 
by action. Always be polite to 
preserve the good name of the 
hobby in the public eye. If all 
fails, and Mrs. Snodgrass won’t 
let you touch her set, start look- 
ing for a better neighbor. 

Of course, if it’s your rig, see 
the chapter on BCI and TVI in 
the Handbook.

A GUY NAMED JOE 


HOW IT ALL STARTED. Jos- 
eph Henry was a man of many 
parts. It is hard for us to realize 
that this brilliant and versatile 
man was born while George 
Washington was still president of 
the United States and he died al- 
most one hundred years ago.

HY-GAIN BEAMS 


By Andrew A. Andros, W@LTE 

Element length and spac- 
ing of the 3-Element Trap 

Tribander. 

Two extremely important fac- 
tors in the design of any para- 
sitic array must be more careful- 
ly considered in the design of a 
three element three band antenna 
system. 

ELEMENT SPACING is the 
distance between the parasitic re- 
flector driven element and para- 
sitic director in ‘the antenna. It is 
usually expressed in terms of 
wave length. 

BLEMENT LENGTH in this 
particular context, refers to the 
over all length of an element 
which is electrically loaded 
through the insertation of a ser- 
ies of inductance. Many values 
of series inductance may be in- 
troduced into an element to short- 
en it physically while maintain- 
ing its electrical length or reso- 
nance. 

Our analysis in this discussion 
concerns the relative efficiency of 
an antenna thus loaded as com- 
pared to one using no loading or 
natural length elements. 


ELEMENT SPACING 

The forward gain of a three 
element array varies over a range 
of plus or minus % of 1 DB at 
over all boom length between .25 
and .5 wave lengths. Above .5 
wave lengths over all boom 
length, the forward gain begins 
to drop rather slowly. At spac- 
ings closer than .25 wave length 
over all boom length, the forward 
gain drops very abruptly. As a 
result of this conclusive evidence, 
Hy-Gain’s engineers use an over 
all boom length of 18 feet for our 
full size trap tribander antenna. 
This boom length falls in the re- 
gion of maximum forward gain 
since it is equivalent to .25 wave 
length on 20 meters and .5 wave 
length on 10 meters. This makes 
possible the development of the 
following gains: 20 meters— ap- 
proximately 7.6 DB, 15 meters— 
approximately 8.5 DB, and on 10 
meters—approximately 8.4 DB. 
NO CLOSER SPACED TRI- 
BANDER CAN ACTUALLY DE- 
VELOP THESE FORWARD 
GAINS. 

It was also found that at over 
all boom lengths in the .5 wave 
length region, the front to back 
ratio deteriorates rather severely. 
In order ‘to improve the front to 
back ration on 10 meters is the 
Hy-Gain 3-Element full size trap 
tribander, Hy-Gain’s engineers 
choose to insert an interlaced, 
more closely spaced, 10 meter re- 
flector. This greatly improves 
the front to back ratio on 10 


meters without affecting the for- 
ward gain appreciably. 


ELEMENT LENGTH 

Any reduction in the physical 
length of an element in an anten- 
na system reduces its efficiency. 
This is evidenced by a reduction 
in forward gain and operational 
band width. In a tribander anten- 
na system using lumped constant 
parallel resonant traps, some re- 
duction in overall element length 
occurs due to the incidental induc- 
tive loading of the traps. 

The 10 meter traps are effec- 
tively in series in the 15 meter 
element and both the 10 and 15 
meter traps are effectively in 
series with the 20 meter element 
thus reducing their physical 
length in the tribander system. 

Shorter elements result in a 
less efficient antenna system be- 
cause part of the active element 
that would normally contribute to 
the radiated field is wound up 
into a loading coil whose radia- 
tion field is quite small. 

In addition, certain extra RF 
losses in the loading coil further 
reduce the efficiency of the ele- 
ment. In order to keep from re- 
dvcing the element length any 
more than was absolutely neces- 
sary (and thus maintain the high- 
est degree of efficiency) Hy- 
Gain’s engineers chose the lowest 
value of inductance consistant 
with efficient trap action for use 
in our full size tribander series. 
This results in a tribander which 
ix only slightly reduced in size. 
The longest element of the Hy- 
Gain size tribander series is 32 
feet as compared with approxi- 
mately 35 feet for a natural 
length element on 20 meters. 
TRIBANDERS USING HIGH 
VALUES OF INDUCTANCE IN 
THEIR TRAP CIRCUITS END 
UP WITH SHORTER ELE- 
MENTS AND A TREMENDOUS 
LOSS IN EFFICIENCY. 

FULL SIZED TRIBANDER 

Hy-Gain’s full size three ele- 
ment trap ‘tribander with an 18 
foot boom and longest element of 
approximately 32 feet makes pos- 
sible a ‘three band beam with high 
efficiency developing approxi- 
mately 8 db gain on 10, 15 and 20 
meters. No smaller three band 
beam can develop this gain. And 
remember, Hy-Gain’s full size tri- 
bander with the triaxial gamma 
match system sells for only 
$99.75 ham net. 


MINIATURE TRIBANDER 

If you have a space problem, 
buy Hy-Gain’s miniature triband- 
er. In this case, a shorter boom 
spacing (approximately 12 feet) 
was chosen together with a high- 
er value of inductive loading in 
the traps. This results in a small 


sized tribander which still devel- 
ops approximately 5 db forward 
gain. (Somewhat higher on 10 
meters). Hy-Gain’s miniature 
tribander which will handle the 
maximum legal power sells for 
only $69.50. No other reduced 
size tribander regardless of price 
can develop more gain.

DX IN FLORIDA

With the approach of hurricane 
season, this is a good time for 
ail DXers to take a look at the 
antenna. Ruster halyards, guy- 
wires, or bolts may slow you 
down quite a bit if the antenna 
must come down quickly. With 
no serious hurricane in Florida 
for several years, the odds are 
stacking up against a storm-free 
year. 

Although conditions on 10 and 
15 drop off at this time of the 
year for most of the U.S.A., in 
Florida this is the time to watch 
these bands for exceptionally 
good openings to Africa, Austra- 
lia, and South America. 15 and 
20, between the hours of 1000 and 
1300 GMT will be very good for 
long DX. Summer is always the 
big season for DXpeditions to 
HE, 3A2, PX and other Euro- 
pean rare spots, and several such 
operations are being scheduled 
for this year. If you have put 
off adding SSB to the rig, you 
will probably miss out on about 
half of the really rare ones. 

South Florida DX Assoc. be- 
came the Florida DX Club as of 
May 1. Eligible Florida DXers 
(DXCC) are being contacted by 
the club.

teeth. You may bite him, other- 
wise.) 

(b.) BRIGHT INTEREST — 
Qpen the eyes wide and raise the 
brows slightly. When you see 
him start to read the Handbook 
or “QST” it might be a good idea 
to run in the bedroom and prac- 
tice this look.

Frequencies to be used 
by the bus will be 3910, 3945 and 
7290 ke on phone and 3675 and 
7105 ke c.w. during the operation. 
7290 and 7105 ke day only. 

Something new will be added 
this year when a CAP plane 
spots a wrecked vessel (simulat- 
ed of course) with 12 men on 
board off the Naples coast. The 
vessel lost all its power and is 
helpless. The vessel will be run 
aground on Keewaydin Island 
about 6 or 7 miles off shore. The 
Naples Auxiliary will make ar- 
rangements to transport a com- 
plete AREC station over to the 
island. Communications will be 
set up on the island near the ves- 
sel. After the station arrives he 
discovers a man on board is in- 
jured so badly he can’t be moved 
out unless it’s by helicopter.

This is a marked improvement 
over just a couple of years ago. 

Here is an interesting experi- 
ment for those of you who are 
intent on getting the last watt 
out of your six meter rig. I 
built the very low power 50MC 
transmitter as described in May 
1959 QST page 22. Instead of an 
input of 2 or 3 watts I used a TV 
convertor power supply, 120 
volts. With a power input of .6 
watts (point 6) three K2s were 
contacted on sporadic E Satur- 
day morning, June 13th. One 
report was 10 DB over S9, one 
was $8 and another was S7. Oh 
yes, the antenna. A four over 
four 60 feet hgh was used with 
the .6 watt transmitter. The 10 
DB over S9 report was from 
K2ISA using a nine over nine on 
30 foot booms. The S8 report 
was from K2HAK using triband 
beam for 6/10/15. 

We regret that there is nothing 
further to report on the state 
wide VHF net progress. We are 
still seeking stations in the Mi- 
ami area and west Florida area 
who are capable of working 150 
miles or so. We would like to 
cover the state from north to 
south with only one relay sta- 
tion.

This skill 
and associated knowledge of 
radio communication which you 
possess and hold ever ready to 
volunteer in civil and military 
communication  emergen- 
cies, form, in the aggregate, a 
substantial addition to the suc- 
cess of the United States. They 
represent a real contribution to 
power for peace. Signed Neil 
McElroy.” 


MARS BC NO. 13 


The acqusition of additional 
frequencies for MARS purposes 
depends to a large extent on the 
judicious use of frequencies pres- 
ently assigned. It is particularly 
difficult to justify requests for 
additional frequencies when criti- 
cal moments are being made on 
some of the present uses of 
MARS frequencies. 

No criticism can be made if 
MARS frequencies are being used 
for training purposes which in- 
clude traffic handling and tech- 
nical discussions. However, criti- 
cism is justified when MARS fre- 
quencies are used for amateur 
type rag chews and verbal ex- 
changes totally unrelated to 
MARS training or traffic hand- 
ling. 

The latter type of operation in- 
dicates lack of leadership, a mis- 
understanding of MARS objec- 
tives or both. All member sta- 
tions particularly Net Control 
Stations are urged to assist in 
preventing criticism by restrict- 
ing transmissions in their respec- 
tive nets to these which are di- 
rectly related to MARS training, 
traffic handling and technical dis- 
cussions.

HINT & KINK 


Ifere’s another Hint and Kink 
that I have used in my ham 
shack for years. It’s a method of 
filing many small parts such as 
condensers and resistors that are 
color coded of the pig tail type. 
The part can quickly be picked 
out of thousands. 

Cut ten pieces of cardboard 
4x12 inches. Paste one or more 
corregated strips 1% by 12 inch- 
es on the lower surface of the 
first card. Stack these cards into 
a box 4x6x12 inches.: (Could be 
shoe box.) 

The first card color ‘black’ 
with crayon, this will be card 
“0” and will hold all sizes. 
Brown 0 thru 99. The next ecard 
will be color No. 1 ‘brown’ and 
will hold all sizes 100 thru 990. 
Then No. 2 ‘red’ card up to 9900 
ete. If one ecard of a certain 
color is full then another card of 
the same color is made. This 
beats having thousands of small 
boxes with all items mixed up.

ONE SMALL VOICE 


Subject: The Amateur’s Code 


We all know full well that to 
become a radio amateur one 
must conquer the “bug-a-boo” of 
learning and mastering the In- 
ternational Morse Code used in 
radio communication. The code 
to which we shall give our atten- 
tion in these paragraphs is a dif- 
ferent one, but one which some 
find also difficult to conquer. We 
have not learned to master our 
own selfish egotistic attitude 
toward our hobby. With many 
thousands of amateurs crowded 
into a few kilocycles of radio 
space, the tendency to ignore the 
rights of others in regard to 
sharing the frequency with our 
brother hams and hogging a seg- 
ment of the band is most com- 
monplace nowdays. 


On the other hand, there are 
those of you who put to use, in 
your fine operating practice and 
procedure, the amateur code of 
ethics. In particular, those who 
uphold the sixth point of “The 
Amateur’s Code” (ARRL) ,which 
says, “The Amateur is Patriotic 

. ” These show a wonderful 
spirit of helpfulness, considera- 
tion, and public spirit. And of 
course, this includes that group 
of amateurs who have attached 
themselves, their knowledge, and 
their equipment and_ station 
facilities with RACES (Radio 
Amateurs Communications Emer- 
gency Service), CD (Civil De- 
fense), or Red Cross. Now this 
type of voluntary public service 
is usually spent at your own 
time, with your own equipment, 
with no pay and very little credit. 
The only ‘satisfaction you can 
possibly receive is from the 
knowledge that you have done 
your best in emergency, that you 
are ready to offer a public serv- 
ice as part of a team trained to 
do a good job. 

We will cite one example, and 
we know there are others, of a 
group of central Florida ama- 
teurs who have enjoined them- 
selves in a CD organization that 
has a fine “espirit de corp” 
among its many members. With 
Civil Defense furnished equip- 
ment they enjoy nightly drills 
and frequent transmitter hunts 
on the 2-meter band. A 10-meter 
net also flourishes. Attendance 
at the CD headquarters is ex- 
cellent and everyone is conscious 
of his part in Civil Defense and 
enthusiastic in his desire to “be- 
long’. Close cooperation is main- 
tained between other phases of 
CD, Red Cross, police and other 
officials. This cooperation has 
paid off in public service. News-

VERTICAL ANTENNAE 
By Harold Smith, W4PQW 


There are two basic types of 


vertical antenna systems: the 
“grounded” vertical and _ the 
“ground plane” vertical. The 


principle of operation is basically 
the same. 

The grounded vertical means 
the radiator is in the vertical 
plane, one-quarter wavelength 
long. The earth serves as a “mir- 
ror’ or disc and makes up the 
other half of the antenna. 

In the ground plane antenna 
which is usually placed well above 
the ground, the earth cannot be 
used as part of the antenna. In 
this case we use additional ele- 
ments to form the ground and ob- 
tain the mirror effect. This is 
usually done by placing four or 
more quarter wavelength ele- 
ments equally spaced at right 
angles to the vertical element like 
spokes of a wheel. 

The vertical antenna is fed at 
the base of the vertical element 
and the impedance is in the 
neighborhood of 30 ohms and is 
usually fed with 52 ohm coax 
cable. 


In the case of the grounded ver- 
tical using tthe earth as ground, 
it is generally necessary to re- 
duce the ground loss by burying 
four or more radicals under- 
ground a few inches. They could 
be at least a quarter wavelength 
long and have good electrical 
connection at the center and di- 
rectly under the vertical element. 
The more ground radials used, the 
better the antenna. 

Some facts about Vertical An- 
tennas: 

1. Can be used for any fre- 
quency. 


2. Can be used where space is 
restricted. 

3. Low angle of radiation (for 
Xe) 

4, Equal radiation in all direc- 
tions. (Good for working nets.) 

5. Easy to tune and load. 

6. Less TVI. (Generally, be- 
cause of polarization.) 

7. Especially good for working 
mobiles. 

The vertical antenna can be 
very effective for general use. It 
is very important that the ground 
radials or earth around be of low 
loss. For local work on 10 or 6 
meters a simple ground plane 
seems to completely satisfy since 
all local signals appear to have 
the same strength and it does not 
require rotating. 

When we say a vertieal is as 
effective as a horizontal we mean, 
of course, that the vertical is be- 
ing compared with a horizontal 
dipole, not a high-gain multi- 
element horizontal beam. If a 
beam is to be used to obtain di- 
rectively and gain, then hori- 
zontal polarization would prob- 
ably work better because it is 
easier to install and to rotate 
than a vertical beam. 

It is felt that for ten meters 
and higher the ideal setup would 
be to have both a horizontal beam 
and a vertical ground plane. 

On the lower frequencies, 
especially 40 and 80 meters, the 
vertical has never been too popu- 
lar because it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to work neighboring states 
because of its low angle of radia- 
tion. They are, however, good for 
long haul work when conditions 
are favorable. 

This is a general discussion of 
the Vertical Antenna. For addi- 
tional information on impedance,

OLD TIMERS CHAIR

This month’s Old Timer is Au- 
brey Bates of Eau Gallie whose 
call is W4SK. 


Aubrey moved to Eau Gallie 
about six years ago from Delray 
Beach and entered the furniture 
business there. He can be heard 
on 15 meters every Sunday morn- 
ing patching for KG1FR on sin- 
gle sideband. 


Before World War I, Aubrey 
was operating a crystal receiver 
and spark coil for a couple of 
years. Immediately after the 
war, he was licensed W4ED and 
a short time later he was given 
the call W4SK which he has held 
ever since except for a_ short 
interval. 


He recalls the days when Elec- 
tro Importing Company was the 
only order house for equipment 
and it was there that he pur- 
chased a Navy type loose-coup- 
ler which he operated for years. 
He progressed through the spark 
days, cage antennas, quench gaps 
and various types of home made 
receivers. He was one of the 
first in the south to have a single 
detector tube for a receiver and 
heard KDKA the first night they 
went on the air. 


Aubrey has constructed many 
KW rigs which he operated from 
Brunswick, Ga. In 1947 he moved 
to Delray Beach where he became 
a confirmed “Florida Cracker.” 


Considerable research work 
was done by Aubrey during the 
last war and he held the rank 
of Major with the Troop Carrier 
Command as Communications 
Officer. Later he was made Ra- 
dar Officer with AACS and then 
to direct communications for 
AACS world operations. It was 
then that he wrote all teletype 
procedures for Military Air 
Transport and set up the system. 

The station at W4SK consists 
of a Johnson Pacemaker, KW- 
400A, Collins 75A receiver and 
a three element 15 meter beam. 
Look for his potent signal on 
SSB.

F.C.C. ANSWERS 


Our attention has been directed 
to a two-part article titled “What 
Traffic Is Legal?” by H. J. Hop- 
kins, which appeared in the No- 
vember and December 1958 issues 
of the Florida Skip. While it is 
apparent that Mr. Hopkin’s pur- 
pose in writing the article was to 
encourage good ethics on the part 
of amateur traffic handlers, he 
makes some invalid assumptions 
in arriving at his conclusions as 
to what constitutes legal or il- 
legal amateur traffic. His basic 
error lies in assuming that the 
amateur licensee may do for 
others what he may not do for 
himself. 


Section 12.6 of the Commis- 
sion’s Amateur Radio Service 
rules defines the term “amateur 
radio communication” as meaning 

. . radio communication between 

amateur stations solely with a 
personal aim and with pecuni- 
ary interest.” Section 12.151 pro- 
vides that “In all respects not 
specifically covered by these reg- 
ulations each amateur station 
shall be operated in accordance 
with good engineering and good 
amateur practice.” The Commis- 
sion considers that the use of an 
amateur station for the trans- 
mission of communications other 
than those which constitute an 
“Amateur Radio Communication” 
as that term is defined by Section 
12.6 is not in accord with “good 
amateur practice” (12.151). 
_ Any licensee of an amateur 
station is considered to be in vio- 
lation of Section 12.151 if he uses 
or allows another to use his sta- 
tion for the transmission of com- 
munications which are not ama- 
teur radio communications as 
that term is defined by Section 
12.6. A station licensee who uses, 
or allows his station to be used, 
to transmit or receive “messages 
for hire’ or “for material com- 
pensation” is considered to be in 
violation of Section 12.102 even 
though “material compensation” 
does not accrue to the station 
licensee. 


In full, Section 12.102 reads as 
follows: 

“12.102 No remuneration 
for use of station. An ama- 
teur station shall not be used 
to transmit or receive mes- 
sages for hire, nor for com- 
munication for material com- 
pensation, direct or indirect, 
paid or promised.” 

Another rule section which is 
applicable to the use of an ama 
teur station is 12.62 which reads 
as folows: 

“12.62 Eligibility of cor- 
porations or organizations to

No matter how 
much power they are running, 
those couple of extra watts gen- 
erated will make the big differ- 
ence in getting that contact! It 
sure does. Instead of being 
heard by the station at the other 
end of the line, they are heard 
by everyone 10 or 15 ke on 
either side, to be conservative! 
I am sure that what they have to 
say is most important but if I 
wanted to be a party to their 
QSO, I could break in very 
easily.

“APPENDIX Part 12 of the 
Commissions’ rules, Amateur 
Radio Service, is amended as 
follows: 

Section 12.45 is 
read as follows: 

12.45 Additional Examination 
for holders of Novice, Tech- 
nician, or Conditional Class of 
operator license to appear for a 
commission - supervised license 
examination at a location desig- 
nated by the commission. If the 
Licensee fails to appear for this 
examination when directed to do 
so, or fails to pass such exami- 
nation, the Novice, Technician, 
or Conditional Class operator 
license previously issued shall be 
subject to cancellation, and upon 
cancelation, a new license will 
not be issued for the same cass 
operator license as that cancel- 
led. 


(b) Whenever the holder of a 
Novice, Technician, or Condition- 
al Class amateur operator 
license is required by the Com- 
mission to restrict the operation 
of his amateur station, in accor- 
dance with the provisions of sec- 
tions 12.152, 12.153, or 12.154, 
the necessity for such restriction 
considered sufficient 
grounds to require the holder of 
the Novice, Technician, or Con- 
ditional Class license to apear 
for a Commission-supervised ex- 
amination.”

CHARACTERS ’VE KNOWN 


I can remember well, this fella 
—you see he was several years 
older than I. Sort of took lessons 
from him, so to speak. He even 
fixed it up with a down-town 
theater manager to let me put on 
a demonstration before a capacity 
audience, in a program called 
“Amateur Night”. That’s how the 
“bug” got me.—Boy! if I had 
only known! 


A couple years later he built up 
a spark set, using the same key, 
a half-inch spark coil, an adjust- 
able spark gap, dry batteries, 
along with a very scientific device 
to test how much electrical “high 
frequency” current you _ could 
“take”. When I was seven he 
presented this to me as a gift, all 
nicely mounted on a varnished 
“pbread-board” with piano stool 
metal feet clutching round glass 
insulating balls. Real snazzy like. 


In my small world, it was the 


most scientific apparatus I had 
ever heard of or seen. 


He loaned me a book from 
which I copied down the Inter- 
national Morse code, but my im- 
patience got the better of me. I 
‘soon learned that it was a lot 
more exciting to light fire- 
crackers off the spark-gap, much 
to his disappointment. Contrary 
to his plans, I went ahead and 
built an electric cannon to really 
get a “bang out of this thing”. 
After experimenting with casing- 
head gasoline, alcohol, ether, gun- 
powder and numerous other po- 
tent chemicals, I stumbled onto a 
combination of carbide gas and 
benzine which would “rattle a 
few windows” and project a four- 
inch rubber ball almost out of 
sight! 

Needless to say, the “authori- 
ties” put a stop to this—it was 
kind of getting out of hand. So 
back to the ‘telegraph’, with the 
blessings of the whole neighbor- 
hood.

BETTER TRAFFIC HANDLING 
From Pan News 


There is no need for a com- 
plete explanation of message 
handling. Most traffic men know 
the basic principles and points of 
this subject. For the beginner 
and also a review of experienced 
traffic men, read over the sub- 
ject published in the ARRL book- 
let titled, “Operating an Amateur 
Radio Station”. The section on 
handling messages is very com- 
plete. 

There is a need for a better 
understanding of message form, 
type, and handling of messages 
to cope with modern times. The 
following suggestions are offer- 
ed to the traffic man for the 
betterment of his art. 

1. Originate traffic of the type 
you like to handle. Keep messag- 
es as short as possible without 
abbreviations. Use punctuations 
only when required. 

2. Avoid originating rubber 
stamp messages of the type 
where the text is the same for 
all messages, for purpose of ad- 
vertising, requests for gifts, con- 
gratulations for contest winners 
and anniversaries, etc. Rubber 
stamp messages are permitted 
when duplication of information 
is of interest to traffic men or 
nets. 

3. Any rubber stamp messages 
that are originated by non-traffic 
men should be refused on traffic 
net or acknowledge recept of 
these messages and send a serv- 
ice message to the originating 
station telling him that this type 
of message is undesirable on 
traffic nets and were QT'A. 

4. Messages originated by 
MARS which are to be handled 
in Amateur traffic nets, should 
be refiled and changed to proper 
ARRL message form. Most ama- 
teur traffic men do not know 
the meaning of the MARS mes- 
sage preamble. When refiling 
MARS messages, the following 
changes should be made: 

A. Assign your number, call, 
and check count of the text. 

B. Give city, state or county 
that message originated, follow- 
ed by VIA MARS or “VM”. 

C. MARS date/serial number, 
such as 110515Z to be changed to 
ARRL time and date, 0515Z July 
11. If this message was delayed 
in reaching you, due to radio re- 
ception, on July 20 suggest that 
ARRL date to be given as July 
11/20. This will show that it 
took 9 days for message to reach 
you and the Amateur system will 
not be blamed for long delivery 
time. 

D. Change MARS text punc- 
tuation to ARRL punctuation. 

5. When relaying messages, 


time can be saved if the proper 
names of people, streets or cities 
with unusual spelling be repeat- 
ed. This will eliminate confirma- 
tion or request for fills on the 
part of the receiving station. 

6. Before QSLing a message 
or relaying a message make sure 
the check count is correct. Get 
in the habit of writing 5 or 10 
words per line when copying. 
When you finish copying a mes- 
sage you will have the total 
number of words at a glance. 

7. When sending messages, 
monitor your sending and send 
at a speed that the receiving 
station can copy solid without 
asking for repeats. Remember 
that a message QSL’ed when 
sent at a speed of 25 to 30 WPM 
will be transmitted quicker than 
when receiving station asks for 
fills when you are sending 35 to 
40 WPM. 

8. Place accuracy over speed, 
when either sending or receiving 
messages. If you strive for ac- 
curacy, speed will follow with 
practice. Every traffic man’s 
goal is to be a high speed opera- 
tor, but just remember it takes 
years of hard work to achieve 
this goal. If the sending station 
is sending too fast ask him to 
QRS. Get in the habit of send- 
ing at a speed which you ean 
copy solid. 

9. High speed traffic men 
should show consideration for 
the slower speed operators. Just 
remember that they envy you 
and hope that someday they can 
be as good as you are. High 
Speed operators are in demand so 
don’t scare the slow speed men 
out of the traffic nets. 

10. In order to hold traffic 
men in a net, they must be kept 
busy. In order to become effic- 
ient in ‘traffic handling, they 
must handle traffic. They should 
be given the opportunity of be- 
coming a net control station or 
liaison work in other nets when 
they are capable of doing so. 

11. New and old traffic men 
should listen to the operation of 
regional, area and_ trans-conti- 
nental traffic nets. If they feel 
that they have the operating ex- 
perience, knowledge of net pro- 
cedure and think they would like 
to operate in these nets they 
should be given the opportunity. 

12. To be a member of a re- 
gional, area or transcontinental 
corps is quite an achievement. He 
must be a good operator, copy 
accurately at high speed, know 
proper message handling and net 
procedure and be reliable. Every 
traffic man should strive to be a 
member of one of these nets. 
Patience and hard work will do 
it.

Subject: Build or Buy? 

Last month’s Small Voice 
was a lengthy one; this one will 
be short and to the point (and 
on a favorite subject of ours). 

Thumbing through the maga- 
zines dealing with amateur radio, 
we find that a large portion of 
space is devoted to advertise- 
ments for various pieces of 
gear which may be purchased by 
amateurs. It will not be our pur- 
pose here to discuss the relative 
merits of the technical qualities 
of commercial equipment versus 
that of home-built equipment, 
but rather to expose this habit 
of ours of being mail-order hams. 
While we have expounded at 
length in these pages concerning 
the obligations of the amateur 
to the public, we now touch on 
the amateur and his relation to 
tha state of the art of radio 
communication. 

Admittedly, it is rather simple 
and less time-consuming to pur- 
chase commercial gear and sim- 
vly plug it into the 110-volt 
outlet, connect antenna and mi- 
eroephone, and begin operating. 
However, this does not teach the 
average amateur what is going 
on behind the front panel and 
fancy knobs, nor does this really 


eontribute to the state of the: 


art. 

Of course some of us just don’t 
have the time due to more press- 
ing obligations to sit down and 
build equipment of our own. 
Others don’t have the space. But 
by and large, isn’t it from sheer 
laziness that we take the easy 
way of getting on the air? It 
reminds me of the butterfly col- 
lector who nevers ventures out- 
of-dors but prefers rather to 
buy his collection through the 
mail. 

It becomes a real pleasure to 
complete a rig, test it, and put 
it on the air, all by your own 
hand. And note that certain sound 
of pride next time you work an 
amateur who says “the rig here 
is home-brew!”’

Promptly at 1090 (ten 
o’clock) you will hearr: “CQ CQ 
CV GN de” and the call of the 
NCS, followed by “QND” (net is 


controlled) and “QNZ” (zero 
beat this frequency). Then, 
“QTC ” (Have you any traffic) 
and “QNI” (Please report into 
net.) ; 


When the ‘regulars’ have re- 
ported in and there has been an- 
other “CQ GN”, call the NCS 
with your own call. When he 
acknowlsedges with a “K’, send 
“QNI this is” (your handle “in” 
(Cyoume @ TUE) as It svoumhaveunno 
traffic, send “QRU” or if you 
have a message send “QTC 1” 
(give destination.) 

Then stand by until NCS tells 
what to do. 


You are then a member of the 
Gator Net and if you check 
whenever possible, you will have 
fun, you will meet some swell 
people and you will be improv- 
ing your code speed.

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
By Henry B. McMurria, W4TAS 

The year was 1906 when a 
station that was later to become 
W4JH made it appearance on the 
air waves. William B. “Bill” 
Lawrence of Winter Park start- 
ed out with a tuning coil, cat 
whisker detector, a pair of 
Brandies head phones and a 
spark gap. The condensers were 
glass plate and tinfoil. Later in 
the year, this equipment was re- 
placed with a Galena detector, 
rotary gap and a real Helix os- 
cillation transformer. 

All this took place back in the 
days before calls were issued by 
the government. Bill used his 
initials to identify his station. 
A highlight in his budding ca- 
reer as a “ham” came when he 
worked the Tavy Yard at Boston 
and received an invitation to come 
in and see the Navy transmitter. 
It was a memorable occasion 
when they handed him a piece of 
coper and he drew a four inch 
spark from their Helix oscilla- 
tion transformer. They told him 
that one million volts was re- 
quired to produce that spark but 
they didn’t tell him that it rep- 
resented only a fraction of an 
amp. 

In 1918 Bill taught radio and 
electricity at M.I.T. to aviation 
classes and later became Navy 
Communication Officer and also 
Chief Instructor and Test Pilot. 
Three years later, in 1921, Bill 
became Communication Officer 
for the Pacific Fleet Air De- 
tachment. 

The call letters W4JH was 
assigned to Bill in Lakeland in 
1927. His transmitter was an en- 
gineering Laboratories M.O.P.A. 
(built by David Sarnoff of RCA 
fame) running about 150 watts. 
His receiver was a National SW- 
lke 

From 1932 to 1934 he was lo- 
cated in Medford, Mass., where 
he was Emergency Coordinator 
for A.R.R.L. Later he became Re- 
gional Emergency Coordinator 
for Eastern New England under 
the call WIDTP. He also found 
time to do some experimenting 
with loop antennas for Zenith. 

In 1942 the Lawrence family 
returned to Mount Dora and in 
1942 the Navy called Bill back 
into service as Communications 
Officer at Key West and afier 
two years he was Electronics Of- 
ficer n the Aleutians. 

Bill returned to the States in 
1945 for good. He sold his Col- 
lins 32-V1 and Hammarlund SP- 
400X in 1955. At present, he is 
off the air but looking over the 
ads for equipment and will prob- 
ably be back in operation before 
this is printed. We certainly 
hope so.

12.28 WHO MAY OPERATE 
AN AMATEUR STATION. An 
amateur radio station may be 
operated only by a person hold- 
ing a valid amateur operator li- 
cense. Such station may be op- 
erated by the licensee only in 
the manner and to the extent 
provided in his amateur operator 
license. Persons other than the 
station licensee, when operating 
such station, may operate it only 
to the extent and in the manner 
authorized to the licensee of the 
station and not egceeding the 
operating authority of such per- 
son’s own amateur license. When 
an amateur station is used for 
telephony, the station licensee 
may permit any person to trans- 
mit by voice, provided during 
such transmission call signs are 
announced as_ prescribed’ by 
# 12.82 and a duly licensed ama- 
teur operator maintains actual 
control over the emissions, in- 
cluding turning the carrier on 
and off for each transmission and 
signing the station off after com- 
munication with each station has 
been completed. 


12.29 LICENSE TERM. Ama- 
teur operator licenses are nor- 
mally valid for a period of 5 
years from the date of issuance 
of a new or renewed license, 
except for the Novice Class which 
is normally valid for a _ period 
of 1 year from the date of is- 
suance. Modified and duplicate 
licenses shall bear the same date 
of expiration as the licenses for 
which they are modifications or 
duplicates thereof.

FIELD DAY, 


Key West Amateur Radio Club 

Fourteen Amateurs including, 
W4KOH, the one YL, were active 
om Key Haven (Racoon Key) at 
‘Mad Manor” with two low 
power stations and two gasoline 
renerators (One for emergency 
ase) from 1700 June 27th until 
1700 June 28th.

CHARACTERS [’VE KNOWN 

Recently I promised to tell how 
this character helped me get 
started again after the ban was 
lifted, following World War I. 
We knew of no one else in town 
who was interested, though al- 
though there were a couple of 
fellows, 8BE and 8KS who were 
on before the war, some 50 miles 
away. 

My friend concentrated on the 
receiver end. This stuff was too 
deep for me even in those days, 
so I concentrated on senders— 
Hot Dog! (z2ommon colloquial 
expression of the day). 

My friend came up with a new 
modern slide tuner, crystal de- 
tector, phone condenser, and a 
single 75 ohm headset, all home- 
made and machined from parts 
I could never guess, though I 
suspect Mother Bell helped a 
little. This receiver set a DX 
record of 400 miles about a year 
later. We had seen coherer de- 
tectors in operation but they 
weren’t too reliable. This receiv- 
er would bring in WEZ regularly 
when she was nearing our port, 
on the Great Lakes. 

With the help of my friend 
we put up a four-wire flat top 
antenna, 60 foot long with 14 
foot oak spreaders, “EL” feed, 
so we called it an inverted Ell. 
The dime store supplied glass 
towel bars at 10c each so we 
splurged and used these through- 
out for insulators. We next put 
up a four-wire fan counterpoise 
directly under the above antenna 
A neighbor promptly advised, 
“T see you now have two aerials 
- one for the high waves and 
one for the low waves.” 

The old pre-war %” “coffin”, 
by this time had given up the 
ghost, so I started collecting 
Ford spark coils. I think the 
most I ever had was eight con- 
nected in series-parallel to get 
a one-inch spark. We used to 
figure each coil would put out 
10,000 volts with a quarter inch 
spark. Now it wasn’t economical 
to operate all these on a single 
storage batery, so we just tigh- 
tened down on the vibrators and 
pumped 60 cycle AC through 
them — all 110 volts of it. Course 
they jumped around a little bit, 
but we only lost one at a time 
as we had the primaries connected 
in series. 

Our biggest problem was pat- 
ching blown condensers. They 
were home-built from tin foil and 
glass photographic plates. Mason 
fruit jars korked out better, lined 
inside and out with tin fiol, but 
that meant we were off the air 
during canning season. 

After many attenmps at wind- 
ing no. 14 house wire on various 
forms, for our oscillation trans- 


former, each one ending in fail- 
ure, and not knowing just what 
to do, we set down and designed 
an “engineered job’. It was 8 
inches in diameter and 10 or 
12 inches high. The “end-bells” 
were cut out of box wood, fash- 
ioned in the shape of a octagon 
and then boiled in parafin wax. 
and then inserted in the end bells 
securely. The next job was to 
wind the coil in the notches with- 
out breaking the ribs. We wound 
up with 40 turns of no. 12, hand 
polished copper — that was our 
elie 

Even in those days it was un- 
couth to put a rough signal on 
the air. Raw AC sparks prevail- 
ed, but now and then we heard 
a real smooth one with a musical 
note (by today’s standards — 
like a buzz saw). We rigged 
up motors with choppers, rotating 
spark gaps, and even rotating 


discs ingide the helix to mimic 
these “commercial” signals, but 
I don’t suppose we ever approa- 
ched their quality. 

About the itme we were worry- 
ing with a phenomna called “de-

On June 18, 1959 a freak tor- 
nado hit Dade County (Miami 
area) and caused millions of dol- 
lars worth of damage. Cars were 
tessed aro’ nd like toys, big trees 
were uprooted, roofs were snatch- 
ed off of houses, big plate glass 
windows came crashing down, 
power lines sizzled as they hit 
the wet ground and over 100 un- 
suspecting persons were injured. 
Fortunately no one was killed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hal _ Shea 
W4PKC and K4UIZ, of Orlando, 
Fla., were spending part of their 
honeymoon at the Vagabond Mo- 
tel on Biscayne Blvd. when the 
tornado struck. Mrs. Shea alert- 
ed W4IYT, SEC for Eastern 
Florida. Within minutes the PA 
6 and 10 meter sections of the 
AREC Dade Emergency Net 
were activated. The 6 meter 
DEN headed by K4HSW and 
K4EHV were the first in action 
followed by W4ZCD on 10 and 
K4RRB on 2. The television and 
radio flashed news reports for 
everyone to stay at home and 
off the streets. The Police and 
Fire Departments did an excel- 
lent job keeping things under 
control and throwing up road 
blocks to keep out excitement 
seekers. 

After official word was receiv- 
ed the Red Cvoss Chapter swung 
into action. W4IYT/M went into 
the disaster area and was clear- 
ed through the road block after 
showing his Red Cross I.D. card.

Much valuable service has been 
given by the amateurs in previous 
hurricanes and we surely will be 
called upon to render even great- 
er services if such emergencies 
occur. 


In tthe event of a hurricane 
threat to any part of Florida it is 
a part of the Operations Plan of 
the State Office of Cicvil Defense 
to move into the threatened area 
and be prepared to coordinate 
emergency activities. 

The Disaster Communications 
Center, a self-contained communi- 
cations bus will be spotted some- 
where in the area to maintain the 
necessary radio communication 
with State Agency systems and 
with Civil Defense organizations. 
This bus is complete, with a 
10K W generator, and radio equip- 
ment for RACES-AREC frequen- 
cies; 2-way F'M units on the Flor- 
ida Forest Service, Florida Game 
and Fish Commission, Florida 
Highway Patrol, State Road De- 
partment and inter-county Police 
liaison circuit. 

Whenever this Disaster Com- 
munications Center moves into an 
area there will always be the re- 
quirement for radio operators. 
We will need amateur operators 
for the AREC-RACES, and op- 
erators with restricted radio- 
telephone or higher class licenses 
to handle the State Agency cir-

“HOW TO WORK DX” 
Part I 
By C. J. Bolvin, W4LVV 


Recently, W4NYF suggested to 
skip’s editor that W4LVV pro- 
luce some information on “How 
o work DX”. This is the result, 
cluding all of the so-called 
secret weapons”. Of course, ‘t 
ill mean that W4LVV will have 
hat much more competition from 
he rare ones, but perhaps the 
lorida DX Club will get some 
ew members out of it! 


Low power, relatively poor an- 
enna layouts such as doublets, 
olded dipoles, Windom’s, and an 
expensive receiver do not rule 
ou out of the fun of working 
X, or even getting that DXCC 
ertificate. If this is the picture 
f your station, and not much can 
e done about it, then some of 
he other “tricks of the trade” 
ust be observed quite carefully. 
ven if you have a “gold plated” 
tation, complete with all-band 
ilowatt, beams on every band 
rom 2 to 160 meters, and dual- 
iversity triple conversion receiv- 
rs, located on top of Florida’s 
ighest mole-hill, the “what to 
0”, and when and how to do it 
akes ‘the difference between a 


ediocre score and an “Honor 
2oll” listing in DXCC. 
“Gold plated station’ owners 


an skip the rest of Part I while 
ve discuss some cheap improve- 
nents to the “GI surplus and 
laywire in a box” layouts. 

First, working DX requires the 
yest possible “listening machine”. 
"he finest product of National, 
Jollins, Hallicrafters, or Ham- 
narlund, or any of the oher well 
nown manufacturers are never 
is good as your true DXer would 
ike them to be, and the cheaper 
‘competition” products leave a lot 
nore to be desired. However, 
ome junk box scrounging and a 
ery few dollars can make tre- 
nendous improvements in _ per- 
ormance. Write three words on 
, piece of paper and paste it up 
t tthe operating position: “Sta- 
ility — Selectivity — Sensitiv- 
ty”. Cross them off only when 
ou are satisfied with what you 
ave done ‘to improve your receiv- 
Yr. 

If you are not already doing so, 
‘et a switch or relay into that 
ntenna system so you can use 
he same antenna for both receiv- 
ng and transmitting. Between 
he switch and the receiver, put 
n an “antenna tuner”. This can 
e a junior size copy of the 
ransmitter antenna tuner or an 
ven simpler one. 

The transmitter tuning unit, if 
sed, should be between the 


switch and the transmitter, not 
between ‘the switch and antenna. 
If “money is no object’, a Millen 
R-9er or the new Dow-Key 
receiver/antenna matching unit 
will do this job for you. With 
these changes, QRM should ap- 
pear ‘to be somewhat worse! 

Next step, selectivity. Most of 
the inexpensive receivers, especi- 
ally those without a crystal filter, 
were aligned at the factory to 
give a fairly pleasing fidelity to 
voice and music. With the BF on, 
and an output meter clipped 
across the sveaker voice coil, feed 
the IF frequency into the grid of 
the mixer stage from a signal 
generator. No signal generator? 
Tone in a weak but stable signal 
on the lowest band the receiver 
will cover. Now peak the IF 
stages very carefully for maxi- 
mum on ‘the output meter. Don’t 
trust your ear—watch the meter. 
If the receiver has a crystal fil- 
ter, put it in the sharpest posi- 
tion, rock the generator across 
the IF frequency to find the crys- 
tal peak and ‘then trim for maxi- 
mum at this point. DON’T retune 
the crystal filter can unless you 
are sure of the procedure for 
this stage. 

Now for an improvement in 
stability. Turn off the B plus but 
leave the filamenis on. Take your 
two week vacation and go hunt- 
ing, fishing, golfing or whatever 
you do on vacations. When you 
come back, realign the oscillator 
stage sc it onc? again agrees with 
the dial calibration, and then 
never again turn off the fila- 
ments. It might be a good idea to 
recheck the RF and IF stage 
alignment. If they have to be re- 
trimmed, you will probably get a 
bonus jn both selectivity and sen- 
sitivity! 

So you’re still not satisfied? 
Go bargain hunting for a BC453

VERTICAL ANTENNAS 
GOOD OR BAD? 
Don Wiggins, W4EHU 


A sky wire for the “small-city- 
ot” ham is quite a problem. It 
s little wonder that the vertical 
intenna has become very popu- 
ar, since he has the most room 
traight up! However, we ought 
o take a good look at some of 
he drawbacks of the vertical as 
t is normally used before we de- 
ide that it solves all of our 
wroblems. I will limit this dis- 
ussion to antennas a quarter- 
wave long or less since this is the 
nost common situation. 

The characteristics of the ver- 
ical that are attractive concern 
he angle of radiation and the 
ack of a directional pattern as 
vell as the small space required. 
\ vertical 5/8 wavelengths high 
vill have the lowest angle of ra- 
liation and will favor DX sta- 
ions at the expense of relatively 
lose stations. As the antenna is 
shortened, the angle increases. 
However, the main drawback con- 
erns the losses which are virtu- 
ily unavoidable in the average 
nstallation. These losses are 
asually mentioned in the glow- 
ng advertisements and the au- 
horitative (?) articles in a cer- 
ain ham “journal.” But very sel- 
lom, does the radar get the true 
yicture. 


Let’s look at a quarter wave 
rertical working against ground 
as a start. This antenna will have 
in approximate radiation resis- 
ance of 36 ohms. Note that this 
1 half wave-dipole and is due to 
ahalf-wave dipole and is due to 
he fact that for the same input 
yower to the antenna, the verti- 
-al must carry twice the current. 
[f the ground were a perfect con- 
luctor, with zero resistance, we 
vould have no current flowing 
n the ground and it would act as 
1 perfect “mirror” for the an- 
enna. In practice, the ground 
1as appreciable resistance and 
surrent flows in the earth toward 
she base of ‘the antenna. In fact, 
fhe current density is greatest 
ight at the base for current fed 
untennas. The heat loss due to 
these currents is power com- 
sletetely lost. For our quarter 
wave vertical, what kind of score 
will we have? According to the 
"CC surveys and data in various 
-eference sources, a loss resis- 
ance of 20 ohms is common in 
lorida. This figures to about 
by efficiency. If we run 100 
vatts input with a 70% efficient 
‘lass C stage, this would mean we 
vould have 70 watts into the 
‘eedline and 45.5 watts being ra- 
liated while 24.5 watts are keep- 


ing the earthworms warm. Sup- 
pose we look at a little less fav- 
orable case—for 80 meters, a 
loaded one-eighth wave length 
vertical is often used. This an- 
tenna will have an impedance of 
about 16o0hms for the coil, and 20 
ohms for the ground, the effic- 
jency comes out to 35%. Now 
our 100 watts input gives 24.5 
watts radiated and 45.5 poured in 
the ground! 

Now wait a minute—if we just 
plow up the yard and lay about 
four wires under the lawn (and 
the house?) we get rid of all 


these nasty ground losses! At 


least this is the pitch we find in 
print. But ‘taint so! Granted 
some of the currents will oblig- 
ingly flow in the radials but most 
of them still stick to the more 
plentiful dirt. A tremendous 
amount of research was done on 
this topic during the early days 
of radio broadcasting and the 
classic study by Brown, Lewis 
and Epstein was published in the 
IRE Proceedings in 1937 and is 
entitled, “Ground Systems as a 
Factor in Antenna Efficiency.” 
Just what we want to know! But, 
frankly, fellows, the results are 
a little discouraging, to say the 
least. Typical MEASURED 
ground loss resistances for 15 
radials ran from 5 to 30 ohms 
for various antennas and soils. 
For a 0.245 wavelength antenna 
and 15 radials the efficiency was 
55.3%. A. one-sixteenth wave- 
length vertical with the same 
ground system had an efficiency 
of 25.2%. They indicate that any 
fewer than 15 radials is not 
worth messing with. How many 
do we really need? Well, for a 
0.4 wavelength long radials, 113 
were needed before the ground 
losses become negligible; Note 
that all of these tests neglected 
losses due to coupling networks, 
loading coils and feedlines. 

How about ground planes? 
Well, now that’s an equine of al- 
ternate hue, as the saying goes 
... If the vertical is at least a 
quarter-wave above ground, then 
the majority of the non-radiating 
currents will flow in the radials 
and not in the earth. This will 
then be very efficient and will 
compare with a horizontal dipole 
from the efficiency standpoint. 
However, the radials must be 
resonant and you cannot use 
forty meter radials with an 80 
meter vertical and expect any 
help from them. 

Do you think I am trying to 
discourage you from using a ver- 
tical? No, I’m not. After all, 
even if you lose half of your 
power, this will only be one-half 
an S unit at the distant station 
and maybe the improved angle of

TWO METERS IN FLORIDA 
Answel Gridley W4GJO 


Could it be that at last we are, 
even here in Florida, on the 
threshold of some real 2 meter 
activity? Word has it, that at 
3:01 A.M. August 21, 1959, 145- 
147 Mc. will be opened to Tech- 
nician licensees. Will they do the 
effective job on 2 meters that 
they have on 6, in populating the 
band? Let’s hope so. 

For the past several years, ac- 
tivity on 2 here in Florida has 
been spotty, with a few stations 
in an area getting on for a while, 
usually many with less than mini- 
mum equipment for any real en- 
joyment of the band, and then 
when interest inevitably lags, the 
whole group pulls up stakes and 
silently steals away. (And there 
ain’t hardly nothin’ more silent 
than an unused 2 meter band, 
nohow!) The small, hard-core of 
2 meter operators which have 
stayed with it, is simply not 
enough to sustain interest on a 
State-wide level. That takes ac- 


tivity in depth! So let’s hope that. 


the new “regs” attract some 
serious Technician VHF work- 
ers, who will install good hori- 
zontally-polarized beams, good 
converters, and help 2 meters 
come into its own in the Sun- 
shine State. 


Here in Florida, we are blessed 
with good propagation conditions 
the year around, with phenomi- 
nally good tropospheric condi- 
tions frequent, especially in the 
fall and spring. And topography 
is with us, too. We all start out 
on essentially the same ground. 
No one is blessed with a hilltop 
location overlooking all the rest 
of the gang’s 100 foot ‘towers, as 
is so often the case with top per- 
formers in other parts of the 
country. Here, it’s largely a mat- 
ter of antennas, receivers and 
good operating techniques ‘that 
puts an operator on top; high 
power is certainly not necessary. 
And line noise problems, so prev- 
alent in Florida, are less acute on 
2 meters than on the lower fre- 
quencies . . . So, welcome to 2 
meters, Technicians, and may you 
inspire some of ‘the old-timers to 
return to the band to enjoy the 
QRM-free rag-chewing around 
the State, antenna experimenta- 
tion ,exciting DX openings, and 
other thrills that come with 2 
meter operation! 

Two Meter Sporadic-E 

TWO METER SPORADIC-E 

The last ha!f of June this year 
preduced ‘the first reports of 144 
Mec. sporadic-E contacts since 
June 1951. And some of these 
contacts were remarkably good, 
and of fairly long duration for 


such propagation. 

On June 28 at 1430 EST, 
W5S5FW of Amarillo, in the Pan- 
handle of Texas, called this 
writer on 6 meters, to advise that 
he had observed very short skip 
being worked (200-300 miles) at 
approximately the midpoint of 
the path from Amarillo to Sara- 
sota. A listen on two meters was 
electriiying: An S7 signal from 
W5SFW! A 2 meter QSO fol- 
lowed as soon as the W4GJO 
transmitter could be switched to 
2 meters. W5SFW was heard for 
about 15 minutes, and the signal 
was frequently above S9... 

Why have such 2 meter spo- 
radic-E contacts been so infre- 
quent? Could it be a phenomenon 
peculiar only to ‘those years im- 
mediately following a _ sunspot 
cycle peak? Possibly, but high 
density sporadic-E clouds have 
been observed throughout the 
sunspot cycle in the past. And in 
theory, a 50 Mc. skip of between 
200 and 300 miles would indicate 
ionizaticn density high enough to 


support 144 Mc. communication : 


... Only time will tell, but -it is 
entirely possible that we are on 
the verge of new DX potential- 
ities for 2 meters. 

With the increased 6 meter ac- 
tivity, and thus the greater ease 
of observation, it should be far 
easier to spot these super-dense 
sporadic-E clouds, and when one 
falls at the approximate midpoint 
between two areas of 2 meter ac- 
tivity roughly 1000 to 1400 miles 
apart, contacts may very well 
frequently ensue. 

While patches of the necessa’y 
density are not common, in the 
past, most 2 meter activity has 
been at night, and as these high- 
density patches probably form 
more frequently in daytime hours, 
opportunities may have be2n 
missed. 

Most two meter operators in 
the past also operated 6 and dur- 
ing sporadic-E periods, much po- 
teital 2 meter activity was lost to 
that band. Also, many operators 
did not know when to try for 2 
meter sporadic-E contacts. Tries 
were often made when 6 meter 
signals were simply very streng, 
or sometimes when skip was 
short at the operating position. 
Both techniques are essentially 
fallaceovs, as what is required is 
observation of the very short 6 
meter skip at the midpoint of a 
path of approximately the cor- 
rect distance for a 2 meter sig- 
nal to be propagated. 

With today’s better converters, 
antennas, observation and operat- 
ing techniques, as well as much 
more random 2 meter operating, 
particularly in the daytime, of 
well-equipped 2 meter stations 


CHARACTERS ’VE KNOWN 


Last month I promised to tell 
you how I got out of going to jail 
for illegal operation without a 
license. You see, several of us 
used our initials and didn’t both- 
er to send for a “mail-order” 
license. The unwritten word was 
that we were properly identifying 
curselves so therefore it was not 
illegal. The Department of Com- 
merce thought differently, so 
they were cracking down on us 
culprits. A notarized letter ad- 
mitting my guilt brovght appli- 
cation blanks for a ham license. 
A few notarized lies and I had my 
ticket and ready to splatter the 
ether again. 

I wasn’t alone in the above epi- 
sode, there were three of us. 
Uncle Sam must of : thought 
kindly of us budding genius nuts 
for we got out of our trouble with 
only warnings. At school though, 
it was something else. We soon 
found that our license didn’t en- 
title us to “telegraph” each other 
from across the room during class 
sessions. It was rough—staying 
after school, when we could be on 
the air. 

We organized a radio club that 
year, joined the ‘league’, and each 
of us eight members took an oath 
to lay off spark and get started 
with tube transmitters. Three of 
us had built regenerative receiv- 
ers and now and then was making 
reliable contacts after many pre- 
arranged telephone schedules. It 
was funny to see how we convert- 
ed the old spark equipment for 
C Woperation—I should say AC- 
CW operation. We didn’t bother 
to rectify and filter the high volt- 
age, merely used it raw as we 
used to say. Tubes were getting 
plentiful, genuine UV-202’s were 
down to eight bucks, bootleg 
Ro!lls-royce 202’s were three fifty, 
and UV-201’s at $5 could be used 
in a pinch. We settled for the 
bootleg tubes, took the mud bases 
off, and proceeded to pump 1200 
to 1500 volts AC to them, via the 
separated wire leads from their 
base. 

Did you ever see a tube with a 
hole blown throvgh the plate? 
Well we did—took parts of the 
grid with it! No amount of water 
cooling would stop it. These tubes 
were rated 5 watts at 350 volts; 


whch may come with Technician 
occupancy of the band, such 2 
meter contacts may become much 
more frequent summertime occur- 
rances than previously thought 
possible. Who will make the first 
double-hop sporadic-E 2 meter 
contact? Staggering mathemati- 
cal odds, but who says it won’t be 
done?

if we cut our “dashes” short, we — 
could get nearly 75 watts out of 
them before they went “west”. 

Ralph Mershon had invented 
the electrolytic condenser and 
told us how to build them. A strip — 
of lead and a strip of aluminum ~ 
in a mason fruit jar filled with a 
saturate solution of Twenty-Mule 
Team Borax and you were in 
business. We connected many of 
these jars in a series like bat- 
teries and used them for recti- 
fiers or filter condensers. Ap- 
proximately 8 MFD of this ca- 
pacity connccted across the high 
voltage winding of a Spark 
Transformer would drag the AC 
voltage down to about 800. We 
didn’t realize it at the time, but it 
did sort of rectify the AC a little, 
if we got the polarity right, and 
the signal sounded a lot better on 
the air. We had to give up the 
old primary keying as our signa!s 
fo rthe first time had a wierd 
“bloop”’. 

We received our first QSL card 
after many years of tinkering 
around. We never have figured 
out if the “RAC Note” revort 
meant “Raw AC” or “Rectified 
AC”, but it was real DX, 16 
miles! We were thoroughly sold 
on “CW”—no more spark. Five 
years later spark was outlawed. 

Next month, if this gets by the 
Editor, we hear our first radio 
concert broadcast by KDKA in 
January 1921. 


The O!d Timer 


OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
Henry B. McMurria 


The Palm Beach area can boast 
yf several old timers in the ama- 
eur radio field. The truth is not 
n them when you ask them about 
he Palm Beach climate but on 
he subject of amateur radio, 
heir veracity is unquestionable. 

Guinsey “Tip” Curran, W4GJI, 
he nemesis of the USCG (ask 
lim to tell you about this epi- 
ode) has had an iteresting life. 
set him tell it in his own words: 

“During the last 40 years my 
nterest in radio has been some- 
vhat sporadic. However, o2¢2 
night well say that when interest 
lagged its idleness was total; but 
vhen it was revived, it occasioned 
ffort which was absolute. 

“My car!y contact with radio 
temmed from mumps followed 
Yy whooping cough in the Spring 
~ 1919. Due to these I lost the 
ast 6 weeks of the school year 
md had to return in August to 
nake up experiments in Biology 
md Physics. There were 3 cnaps 
vyho lived near Milton Academy 
yho were unusually advanced in 
>hysics. They had been given the 
un of the labs for the summer to 
ry and discover how ‘to talk on 
he wireless. I gave them the 
have leyden jar, wil! spark’ rou- 
ine and by fall I was one of the 
‘ang. I never forget—we made 
ur first contact on the first an- 
liversary of Armistice Day and 
lid we celebrate at station 1MA! 

“Att Harvard I tock ROTC and 
“ot in the section interested in 
eveloping radio signals, and 
ater landed in.a signal bata!lion 
S a reserve. Then in 1928 I got 
narried and with travel abroad 
nd one thing. or another I just 
roy ped radio cold. In 1934 busi- 
less interests caused me to wan- 
er into Bell Research near F¢. 
fonmouth, N.J. W2ZC was an 
visor and he had a fine station. 

began getting the feel cf a key 
ack and so many new things 
vere coming about since the im- 
roved vacuum tub2 I got the bug 
gain. 

“In 1936 I retired and built a 
ome in Palm Beach to settle 
iown. Of course I had to have a 
tation, bat in those days you had 
0 pass a Class B for a ticket and 
hen sit on your tail for a year 
;cunding brass while restricted to 
60 & 10 for fone before you 
ould take the advanced tele- 
yhony test for Class A. I built a 
ig for 10mtr fone and sweat it 
ut, thovgh I picked up Rag 
Yhewers and WAS whic I 
hovght was real cool. The day I 
nade Class A I had a 30 watt rig 
ot and ready, got into the 3910 
iet snd went to work to make 


KofK. It was 52 consecutive 
weeks without fail in those days. 

“Being affiliated with the Sig- 
nal Corps I was already AARS 
and as early as 1938 the word 
went out to use the net for ser- 
ious training just in case. By the 
time Hitler invaded Poland we 
had a Florida AARS net on 3910 
that consisted of 5 sections of 
from 20 to 30 stations each with 
their own NCS and a Master 
NCS at W4AWC — the Lake 
Worth Radio Club of which I 
was a member. 

“In 1940 I became NCS of Sec- 
tion Band in 1941 took over 
MNCS at W4GJI. We started% 
hour lectures at 1200 and 1700 
weekdays using material for- 
warded and under orders from 
the 4th Corps Area Signal Offic- 
er. Those two daily broadcasts 
were rugged and ,though I used a 
ful galion, it was surprising how 
well attended and copied they 
were as shown by the written 
section tests. By fall I was wear- 
ing too many hats. I was an EC, 
member of the State Radio ad- 
visory staff, communications co- 
ordinator of the 6th district 
and co-chairman of County CD 
communications. 

“When war came it was discov- 
ered that the Fla. State Guard, 
which had been formed when the 
National Guard was called up, 
had been operating without pro- 
vision for signals. I had been or- 
dered to Camp Murphy which 
was was being created into the 
Southeastern Signal School, but 
was datached and commissioned 
a Captain by Gov. Holland in the 
State Guard “to organize a sig- 
nal batallicn such as will provide 
adequate military communica- 
tions throughout the State by 
redio and various other means”. 
As Chief of the State Radio ad- 
visors Kelly Cole, W4CLW, wrote 
the plan and we went on safari. 
By June 1 the nucleus was estab- 
lished, in spite, and I was orde~- 
ed to Camp Murphy. On July 29, 
while on sick leave, it was dis- 
covered I had polio. Fortunate'y 
I was near home. 

“During the year I was in the 
sack I became Radio Aide for the 
West Palm Beach WERS, and 
with the help of good old Shak2- 
speare W4DPD, a_ reasonab‘e 
facsimilie of a 24% mtr net was 
formed and operative along with 
a message center. In August of 
1943 I was reluctantly admitted 
on a restricted basis to the Coast 
Guard T. Reserve as a seaman, 
then later rated RT1c. In June 
1944 the Army marked me unfit 
for good so I stuck with the CG 
and took over as supervisor of 
communications for the sector 
commanded by the Captain of the 


Port, West Palm Beach—towers, 
stations, boats, vehicles ete. That 
fall I became a CBM and Exec 
and Xmas was made OinC. We 
were Air Sea Rescue until I 
closed station in June 1945 as an 
Ensign. 

“In 1946 the 7th CG District 
took in the 6th and 10th so we 
had 8.C., Ga., Fla., Puerto Rico, 
the Virgins and the Panama 
Zone. Except for a few officers 
who continued, the TR disbanded 
back into the CG Auxiliary from 
which it had been formed, and the 
District Director and Commodore 
were regrouping the Flotillas in 
this now vast district, command- 
ed from the office of the District 
Commander, USCG, Miami. They 
needed a District Communica- 
tions Officer. So, back to work. 


“We had to have a plan that 
encompsssed a military net com- 
posed of Auxiliarists at key 
points trained in Navy procedure 
to work on CG frequencies to 
assist when needed along with a 
larger net trained to function on 
Amateur freqs in disaster and 
emergent conditions. It was my 
jcb to write it and then ride the 
air and rails to get execution. So 
the nets were formed and put in 
operation and after the 1947 hur- 
ricane got a well deserved ‘Well 
Done’. 

“In 1948 W4ES became DCO 
and we went into Operations and 
Tuaining although still operating 
W4GJI/NA7AA. 1949, Command 
East; 1950, Commodore; 1951, 
retired. When W4DRD took DCO 
we stuck along with the nets until 
April, but it was no good. 

“Exhausted and fed to the 
teeth with radio I pulled the big 
switch, gave the gear away to 
the last resistor and for 7 lovely 
years forgot the whole thing. 
Then I got sick and when I came 
out of the hospital in March, 


AMATER PUBLIC SERVICE 

As might be said in the langu- 
age of the sea, “The ship has 
been fitted to the last marlin 
spike, had her shakedown cruise 
under a skeleton crew and is 
ready for a full crew and ready 
for any emergency.” What Ship? 
Well, not really a ship but one of 
the best emergency amateur 
radio communication set-ups’ this 
writer has seen in quite some 
time. It is the American Red 
Cross Amateur Radio Service, lo- 
cated at 5020 Biscayne Blvd. 
which is the Red Cross Hq. in 
Miami. 

Operating currently on 2, 6 and 
10 meters with provisions for ail 
amateur bands from 80 thru 2 
meters, in three positions. Be- 
sides the amateur equipment 
they have a direct “hot” balanced 
telephone line directly to the 
U. S. Weather Bureau. The 
Weather Bureau can patch the 
Red Cross into it’s network feed- 
ing into most all major broad- 
cast and television stations allow- 
ing direct disaster reports from 
the Red Cross. 

This station operating under 
the call of K4IWT used commer- 
cial power or it’s own emergency 
10 KW generator. 

During ordinary times the sta- 
‘tion conducts a test monthly—the 
third Monday on 29,600 ke at 
2000. This network is known as 
the “Inter-County Net”.

CLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
Hank McMurria, W4TAS 


In DeBary, there is another old 
timer hiding behind a 3-letter K 
call. He is K4MJJ, who is R. W. 
“Rudy” Ackerman. 

Rudy qualifies for the “Grand- 
fat’er Clause” with ease as he 
started out in amateur radio with 
an anto-coherer back in 1909. His 
call letters, which consisted of 
his initials, were registered with 
the Electro Importing Co. of 
New York shortly thereafter. 

His first receiver consisted of 
an electrolytic detector, 350 feet 
of wire and no tuning and it was 
rot surprising that he received 
4 or 5 stations in the same spot. 

Then came the single slide 
tuners and the loose coupler with 
its tapped sliding coupling which 
was a really great contraption 
for those early days. 


In 1910, Rudy installed and op- 
erated what was known as “a 
100 mile” spark coil with its elec- 
trolytic interrupter, tapped helix 
transformer and 350 feet of 
aerial (now antenna) operating 
“Lord knows where” in the ether. 


A couple of years later, he en- 
tered Columbia University and 
gave up radio for the duration of 
his pursuit of a higher education. 

In 1915, Rudy received a hand- 
some blue license with the call 
letters W2AMA at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard where he had passed 
his ham license at 27 wpm. His 
set-un at this time was made up 
of a Clapp-Eastham Type E mag- 
retic leakage type spark trans- 
former, rotary spark gap, wide 
ribbon oscillation transformer, 
huge glass plate-foil condenser, 
8 wire cage “T” antenna 70 feet 
up and with 8 wire cage lead-in 
and an 18 wire fan type counter- 
poise. He was really in business 
and working the coast with ease. 


In 1917, the station was dis- 
mantled for the duration as per! 
War Regulations and Rudy ser- 
ved overseas in the Army. 

Four years later, in 1921, he 
was relicensed W2BJO and was 
back on the air with a 100 watt 
self-rectifying tube transmitter, 
The normal frequencies used in 
those days were up around 240 
meters and Rudy took part in 
trans-Atlantic tests on 80 me-! 
ters and below. It is this type of) 
“pioneering” that has given a 
the many bands we have today. 

Rudy got married in 1926, and 
like all newly married hams, his. 
radio suffered until 19382 while: 
he struggled to put a roof over) 
his new brides head and food on 
the table. : 

It was in 1932 that he was re- 
licensed as W2EMV. During the 
ensuing years he did research 
work for the Hazeltine Corpora- 
tion and was Chief Engineer for’ 
a tube manufacturer. Later he 
was employed as a Civil Engineer | 
with the State of New Jersey. 
Highway Department until he re- 
tired in 1956 and moved to Fla. 

The present set-up at K4MJJ 
is a 20-A plus a 600-L and NC300 
receiver.

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CHARACTERS PVE KNOWN 

Say, can you imagine listening 
all might until the wee hours of 
the morning without even hear- 
ing ONE whisper of a voice on 
the ham band? Not even a voice 
on the broadcast band? .. . not 
even a voice, period. Well sir, 
this condition prevailed all the 
time prior in 1921. Nothing but 
spark spurts of various speeds 
and vintage, once in a while a 
lone CW signal. 

Along comes a fellow by the 
name of Frank Conrad, known 
as 8XG in those days. He works 
for Westinghouse in Pittsburg. 
Has a big ambition to let people 
hear what voice and music sounds 
like over-the-air. We hear him 
testing with hiesing modulation 
on 360 meters, just below a gang 
of sparks on 375. He sure put up 
on awful squauk — down right 
nuisance we thought, especially 
when the Department of Com- 
merce was asking us to move 
down to 275 meters to make more 
room for him! 

Then came a special announce- 
ment via the town newspaper. 
There would be a “Radio Broad- 
Csi’ On Jienibbiny 2ylsie IRe pal eye 
8 p.m. on a wavelength of 360 
meters from Pittsburgh, Pa. A 
full radio concert was promised 
with announcements of impor- 
tance to the public. 

We waited for several weeks 
for this event. Finally the ap- 
pointed evening arrived. The lo 
cal electrical store advertised 
that they had installed a power- 
ful three-tube receiving station 
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especially for this broadcast. The 
public was invited. Boy! that 
meant me! My own little one- 
tube set could wait. I bundle up 
in my warmest clothes and set 
out on foot. It was cold, dark, 
and dismal — a heavy snow- 
storm raging. So - after trudg- 
ing through the snow drifts for 
miles, my ‘dreams’ were ap- 
proaching reality. 

There were exactly four peo- 
ple standing in front of the store. 
No other darn-fools were on the 
street. A Magnavox speaker, 
looking more like a graphaphone 
hung from the door-way. Be- 
tween the howls of the wind and 
snow, we heard nothing but 
grinding, crashing static. The 
store keeper expecting a much 
larger crowd now took pity on 
us, hauled the loud speaker down 
and invited us inside the store, 
where it WAS a little warmer. 

By now there were six of us 
huddled around the set, with 
anxiety as only a doctor would 
show for his patient. The store 
keeper was explaining the intrici- 
cies of a regenerative detector 
and a two-step audio amplifier. 
Finally in a clear crisp voice 
“KDKA — Pittsburgh, The West- 
ington Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company” a few bursts of 
snow static and then words to 
this effect “you will now hear 
our first radio concert, broad- 
cast by radio phone on a wave 
length of 360 meters. 

DeForest’s first radio phone 
broadeast, Surely could not of 
been more thrilling! I studied 
every inch of that set inside and 
and out with the idea of duplicat- 
ing it by hand. The August issue 
of RADIO (amateur) NEWS as 
it was known in 1920, had con- 
tained an article on how to build 
the Magnavox speaker, so that 
would be a cinch. Only needed 
12 pounds of #18 SSC B. & S. 
wire for the field poles, could 
borrow the mica diaphram from 
a graphaphone, and already had 
a fist full of #40 wire for the 
75 ohm voice coil. Was trying to 
swing a big deal with the second- 
hand furniture man for a real 
nifty goose-neck horn, probably 
now a worth fortune as a phono- 
graph antique. You would have 
thought this junky was just

We mounted the rings in holes 
cut in the tube subpanel, and 
then bent the alternate tabs back 
to clinch the rings tightly in 
place. The socket spring contacts 
were made from phosphor-bronze 
spring material and were mount- 
ed on the subpanel and bent to 
clear the clinched ears of the 
socket. I’ll bet these were the 
first fancy engraved and polish-

DOUBLE-PLATE TRIODE 


General Electric has just an- 
nounced a new twin double-plate 
triode. It has a heater and 
cathode common to each section, 
and each section has a _ single 
grid common to two plates. Thus 
each half of the tube is a “na- 
tural” for a “parellel input, push- 
pull output” balanced modulator. 
A complete phasing SSB trans- 
mitter could be built around a 
single 12FQ8 as the heart of the 
modulating circuitry. 

The tube takes 12.6 volts on 
the heater at 0.15 ampere. Each 
plate normally carries 1.5 ma at 
250 volts Eb. The amplification 
fatcor is 95, and the transcon- 
ductance is 1,250 micromhos for 
each plate.

Every application filed for a 
Citizens Band license amplifies 
the need of more spectrum space 
for that service. Another thought 
comes to mind at thie point. 

Be careful about sending cards 
and letters to the short wave 
broadcasters such as BBC, CBC, 
Radio Madrid, Radio Moscow, 
etc. These companies keep a file 
on each communication received. 
Then they take the files to In- 
ternational Frequency Allocation 
Conferences armed with proof of 
audience and demand more fre- 
quencies. Every letter and card 
is projected on a_ percentage 
basis. For each communication 
received another thousand or so 
listeners is assumed. 

We all know who suffers in a 
frequency shift. We should de- 
vote our full effort to the use of 
our present bands. We lost 11 me- 
ters by default. There is now 
plenty of room on the 50, 144, 
220 and 440 megacycle bands. 
Let’s show the old pioneer spirit 
and develop the high frequency 
bands to vehicle of dependable 
communication.

SHORT SKIPS 


Here’s a D.P.D.T._ switch. 
Chemistry teachers used to a- 
stound their students by saying 
that the chemical content of a 
human body was worth just about 
98 cents — a rather humiliating 
thought. BUT today, in the 
atomic age, we’re informed that 
the atoms in the body of an aver- 
age person contain a_ potential 
energy of more than 11 million 
kilowatt hours per pound, mak- 
ing the most of us worth some- 
thing like $85.5 billion apiece! 


If you don’t aim high, you will 
never hit high. 


HOW TO WORK DX 
Chuck Bolvin, W4LVV 


It is possible to work DX with 
a crystal controlled rig, but it 
certainly is easier with a VFO. 
DX stations usually listen quite 
close to their own frequencies, 
and “rare” ones may specify a 
freq-ency or range where they 
are listening. If you have no 
VEO, a good sized. “bank sof 
crystals will help. There are also 
ways of “rubberizing” a crystal 
circuit to give as much as 10ke 
swing from the nominal fre- 
quency. With either crystal or 
VFO, you must always know ex- 
actly where you are. If your bud- 
dy says AC5DX is on 14002, you 
must be able to get there in sec- 
onds and not have to worry about 
being in or out of the band. This 
calls for accurately measured ery- 
stals (in your rig — don’t depend 
on the marked freqrency!) or an 
accurately calibrated and resett- 
able VFO. 

Regardless of what some of the 
“old timers” tell you, a warbly 
cr buzz-saw signal does not get 
you as much DX as a sharp T9X 
note. The DX station has enough 
trouble finding you without try- 
ing to follow a drifting chirp 
through the pile-up. The buzz- 
saw won't stand up under line 
noise or heavy QRN conditions. 
If your mode is A38, at the very 
least put in a high pass audio 
filter and cuit out the useless 
lows. A band pass filter to con- 
eertrate your audio power in the 
“talk frequencies” is even bet- 
ter. Qn SSB, frequency stability 
(no drift) is if extreme import- 
ance. Cn NBFM, keep it NAR- 
ROW!! With the trend of DX 
stations to SSB, think twice about 
sperding your “ham gear allow- 
ance” to increase your AM phone 
power. 

Speaking of power, keep this 
‘rteresting fact in mind. If you 
cave been runring. sav 190 watts 
“o a dipole ov vertical, running 
chis same 100 watts to a 38-ele- 
ment typical tri-bander beam will 
rive you the equivalent of 500 
watts. As bonus, on receiving you 
zet rid of a lot of QRM and in- 
coming signals are two to three 
‘S” points louder. Weigh this 
against that new 500 watt rig you 
plan to buy or build! 

How to call a DX station al- 
ways seems to be a problem for 
the newcomer to DxXing. Here 
again a quick answer is “use the 
same proced rcs a~ th-se who are 
working him!” which again means 
LISTEN. Ti tie DX station is 
answering short 2 x 2 calls, your 
long 10 x 10 call will get you 
nothing but enemies among the 
otter DXers, plus a_ possible 


black-listing by the rare one 
since you will still be calling 
‘.L2a he is trying to read the 
station he has answered! If he 
is answering long, slow calls, it 
indicates that he has a poor re- 
ceiver. Be smart and move out to 
the edge of the pile-up where it’s 
easier for him to find you. On 
fone, the DX station is usually 
outside the U.S. fone bands. Be- 
fore you crank up to the edge 
of the band, check to see if this 
is w ere he is listening. You are 
very likely to find he is not an- 
swering “edge of the band” sta- 
tions at all. 

Now for a few “don’ts” and 
“nevers’”. Never call “CQ DX” 
unless (1) you have a kilowatt 
and a five-element beam on a 100 
foot mast backed up with a one- 
tenth micrvolt receiver or (2) the 
band is completely dead and you 
have checked to be sure it’s not 
your receiver that’s dead! Even 
under the conditions of (1) and 
(2) it is advisable to reserve this 
call until you have a DXCC score 
of 300 confirmed. By then it will 
be recognized by everyone that 
it is the sad cry of a hopelessly 
confirmed DXer still trying to 
find “just one more”. 

CQ DX will normally get you 
notring, or at best a collection 
of Muropeans or VK’s, which you 
could work quicker by listening 
for their CQ’s. At the worst, your 
CQ DX is often QRMing a rare 
one for someone else and you are 
getting a dirty name in DX cir- 
cles. If you are lucky enough 
to land a rare one in a pile-up, 
don’t try to give him your life 
Listory. Give him a signal report, 
your state, and your name. If 
he wants to continue the QSO 
belond this, let him take the 
lead. If you continue your first 
transmission at any great length, 
vou may find he is already QSO 
someone else wnen you stand by! 
Go eay on the “listen for my 
fone”. If he is a really rare one, 

TEV ed Cay CEG ey OULM Dest 
friends no longer speak to you 
and tne tips on rare DX you used 
to get from them are notable by 
their absence. 

In the “dog eat dog” of a DX 
pile-up, it sometimes seems that 
there is no recognizable code of 
ethics, but it’s there, and _ it’s 
as sharply defined as anything 
written by Emily Post. If, some- 
day, after making a call, you 
hear yourself being called by a 
W or K and being told to “get 
ef® tha feo1? or =a98ibly being 
called “LID” or “HOG”, get your 
fingers off that key or mike 
switch, start listening and find 
out what you did wrong. DON’T 
ARGUE! If you must say some- 
thing, say “Sorry” and then QRT.

DO’S AND DONT’S

You are a mobile when afloat, and 
operate under mobile rules. 

6. In ALL cases, your call 
comes LAST and should be pre- 
ceded by) “Thistisis)... - 

7. Lastly, and nothing what- 
ever to do with the regulations, 
you never, NEVER end up a 
transmission with, “Did you get 
that?” unless, of course, a delib- 
erate slap in the face is intended.

“HOW TO WORK DX” 
Part II 


In Part I, we discussed the 
machinery necessary for listen- 
ing. However, a good receiver, be 
it a “Sooper Sixty” or a “Souped- 
ap Six”, won’t automatically scan 
he ham bands and look down on 
a choice DX station.

In- 
stead of blindly diving into the 
rext pile-up, take a few minutes 
to see just how the DX station 
is working. See if he is working 
stations who are above or below 
his frequency. If it’s below, that’s 
w.ere you should be, but never 
rignt on the exact frequency of 
the last station worked. Locate 
your signal just a shade above 
or below it, or better, just about 
the same amount as the differ- 
ences between the iast two sta- 
tions who worked him. Art the 
stations working him calling, or 
“tail ending?” If he is working 
“tail enders” your frequency must 
be very close to that of the sta- 
tion he is working. 

Now how do you suppose that 
WS8CRA knew that YAIPB was 
zoing to be on 14040 at 6:15 in 
she morning on a certain date? 
The answer is (1) “listening to 
the mail” (2) DX columns in 
magazines and bulletins (3) the 
fact that “Joe worked him on 
a Friday morning at 6:15 on 
14040” which is an indication 
that YAIPB has free time at 
this hour on Fridays, and is 
therefore likely to be on the air. 
Or it may be that W38CRA noted 
‘n the DX Bulletins that YAIPB 
was reported every fourth day. 
This is his clue, and every fourth 
day, he is there at 6:15 waiting 
“or the YA to squeak out a CQ! 

Another item you may have 
noticed. Within a few moments 
after a rare one opens up, there 
may be a whole contingent of 
W’s from the same area calling 
‘im. It may suddenly dawn on 
you that all of them are mem- 
bers of the “Podunk Hollow 
Club”. As each one works the DX 
station, he ends with “pls listen 
for W4XYZ now” and one by one 
the whole club gets him. Or per- 
Naps it is a “cooperative compe- 
tition” type of club. Everyone 
gets the word by landline or 
VHF net, and from there on in, 
they are “on their own.” 

When you can’t get them any 
other way, you can always sit 
down and write for a sked. Some- 
times, your letter is not sent 
to the station you wish to QSOQ, 
but to his “master of ceremonies” 
who, at a certain time, lines up 
all of the stations by number. 
When the rare one appears, only 
those on the “sked list” have any

Without bulletins, club help, 
etc., there is no substitute for 
careful listening. Your top DXer 
does plenty of it when there is 
no “scheduled” activity. In a 
heavily QRM’d band, the DX has 
a different tone from that of lo- 
cal W stations. Sometimes it’s 
fluttery, or has an echo. De- 
pending on skip conditions, the 
W stations may have the echo 
sound and the DX will be the 
standout with the sharp clear 
tone. 

If the signal sounds “different’’ 
from the others on the band, 
stop and check — it’s likely to 
be DX‘ If you have only a few 
minutes to spend on the air, tune 
rapidly across the band. Stop 
at each “pile up’ and see who 
they are calling. If you already 
have him, go on to the next 
“vile up”. This way, it isn’t even 
necessary to hear the DX sta- 
tion, unless it’s one you don’t 
have! 

In the next installment, we'll 
finish with the “how to work it’ 
and add a few comments on how 
to get that QSL!

OUTER SPACE 


Will we see over the edge of 
the universe? This intriguing 
possibility is raised by new elec- 
tronic devices that amplify light 
to multiply the reach of astrono- 
mers’ telescopes. Westingnouse 
showed off one of the latest, a 
compact attachment intended for 
the Palomar telescopes. It works 
like a television camera, display- 
ing on a luminous screen an 
image 10 times brighter than the 
telescope could otherwise produce. 
This lets the telescope detect 
fainter stars, increasing its range 
nearly three times — Palomar’s 
200-inch job could then see per- 
haps six billions years away. 
There might not be anything that 
iE2P Obit. 

The universe began, most sci- 
entists believe, as a point that ex- 
ploded five or six million years 
ago and has been flying apart 
ever since. The parts—stars— 
would not have had time to get 
so far away from us that their 
light would take six billion years 
to reach us.

ALTERNATING CURRENT— 
An electric current which rever- 
ses its direction of flow at reg- 
ular intervals many times per 
second. 

AMPERE-HOUR — A current 
of one ampere flowing for one 
our. This unit is used chiefly to 
indicate the amount of electrical 
energy a storage battery can de- 
‘iver before it needs recharging. 

AMPLIFICATION FACTOR— 
A vacuum tube rating indicating 
che theoretical maximum increase 
‘n signal strength which can be 
provided by a given tube. 

AMPLITUDE MODULATION 
-— The common system of radio 
broadcasting, in which the de- 
vyiation in frequency above and 
below,.the assigned carried fre- 
quency value is equal to the fre- 
quency of the sound wave be- 
ing transmitted ,and the ampli- 
tude of the transmitted signal 
varies in accordance with the in- 
~tantaneous amplitude of the 
sound wave being transmitted. 
Abbreviated as a.m., a-m or AM. 

ATOM — One of the elemental 
particles into which all matter 
is divided. An atom has a nu- 
cleus consisting of electrons and 
protons, with additional electrons 
vevolving around the nucleus.

BEAM POWER AMPLIFIER 
TUBE — A special type of vac- 
uum tube designed for use in the 
output stage of a receiver or 
transmitter.

BEAT FREQUENCY OSCIL- 
LATOR. (BFO) — An audio fre- 
quency oscillator whose output is 
obtained by combining and recti- 
fying two known higher-frequen- 
cy signals which are generated 
by or obtained from separate 
circuits.

TOWER LIMITATIONS 


Mike Carrol, W4MZL, while on 
a business trip in Los Angeles, 
California sent SKIP the follow- 
ing newspaper clipping from the 
Los Angeles Times. 

“Group seeks to Curb Short- 
Wave Stations. The County’s Re- 
gional Planning Commission is 
studying a proposal to restrict 
the operation of amateur radio 
operators in the unincorporated 
parts of Los Angeles County. 

“A group led by Conrad Fan- 
ton of Flintridge has asked the 
commission for stringent limita- 
tions of radio tower heights and 
numbers. 

“They want the county to re- 
strict the height of towers to 10 
ft. (repeat—ten feet) and pro- 
vide that no operator be allowed 
more than one tower. The group 
says that ham radio operations 
interfere with television recep- 
tion in some places. 

“Fanton also claims that sev- 
eral radio operators have built as 
many as eight towers on their 
property, including rotating and 
retracting structures. 

“Howard Shephard, spokesman 
of the radio amateurs, says that 
interference is a technical prob- 
lem governed by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

“He said operators are by law 
required to cease any activities 
causing interference or to cor- 
rect it by the use of appropriate 
filters. 

“Shephard said radio amateurs 
are a needed part of the county’s 
Civil Defense system.”

S'g is A@ and have heard no 
identification as yet, but it must 
be the Air Force 600 KW station 
that was at El Campo, Texas. 
Eeam heading for this station 
is NNE so they must have chang- 
ed the QTH to around Cambridge, 
Mass. Don’t be tuning for a weak 
sig on this one as the strength 
runs to S89 on bursts with plenty 
of them. Sig is in solid running 
maybe 85 to S7 with no bursts to 
boost it. Presently is apparently 
on irregular schedule. 


Be on the look out for some 
good DX during October and No- 
vember. If the MUF is going to 
reach 50MC this fall these should 
be the best two months. Watch 
for Europe in mornings until 
about 1030 EST. Africa about the 
same time. South America will 
be in. a little later in the day with 
the W6 and W7 and western Can- 
ada starting in around 1100 EST. 
You CW men look for back scat- 
ter during and after these F2 
openings and pick up those hard 
to get states that are too far 
for ground wave and too clase 
for sporadic E.

SPORADIC E LAYER 


“ffect of Ionosvhere: “Coluds” 
ef abnormai ionizaiion occuring 
in the E layer or slightly above 
for a large portio1 of time each 
raonth results in abnormally high 
ericical frequencies. Usually spot- 
ty in geographic extent and time 

Hifect of Communication: Ex- 
cellent transmission within nor- 
mel skip distance. Occasionally, 
long distance communication on 
frequencies of G0 me and above. 

Method of Compensation: Fre- 
quency may have to be lowered 
to maintain short-skip commun- 
ication.

Effect on Communication: Nor- 
mal frequencies above 1 or 2 me 
are made useless because of high 
absorption in heavily ionized D 
layer. Considerably higher fre- 
quencies may not be absorbed 
for short-distance communica- 
tion. Low frequencies may not 
penertate the D layer, hence 
they may be transmitted long 
distances. 

Method of Compensation: Raise 
working frequency above normal 
for short-distance transmission 
and lower frequency below normal 
for long-distance transmission.

In accordance with an official 
communication from the Depart- 
ment of State, the Commission 
announces that a bilateral agree- 
ment between the United States 
and Mexico directly affecting li- 
censed amateurs of the two coun- 
tries has been concluded by an 
exchange of notes. Effective Au- 
rust 30, 1959, under the terms 
of this agreement, amateur radio 
stations of Mexico and of the 
United States may exchange in- 
ternational messages or other 
communications from or to third 
parties provided : 


“1. No emolument may be_ di- 
rectly or indirectly paid on 
such messages or commun- 
ications. 

“2. These communications 
shall be limited to conver-

technical or personal na- 
ture which, by reason of 
their unimportance, do not 
justify recourse to the pub- 
lic telecommunications — ser- 
vice. Likewise in the event 
of disaster or that the pub- 
lic telecomunications service 
is not readily available for 
expeditious handling of 
communications relating di- 
rectly to safety of life or 
property, such communica- 
tions may be handled by 
amateur stations of the re- 
spective countries. 

“3, This arrangement shall ap- 
ply to Mexico and _ its in- 
sular Territories, and to the 
United States and the Ter- 
ritories of the United 
States. It shall also be ap- 
plicable in the case of 
amateur stations licensed 
by the United States au- 
thorities to United States 
citizens in other areas of 
the world in which the Uni- 
ted States exercises licen- 
sing authority . 

“4. The termination of this ar- 


rangement can be effected 


at the desire of either of 
the two parties on sixty 
days’ notice to the other 


party prior to the date on 
which it is desired to term- 
inate it. It can also be ter- 
minated by the execution of 
another arrangement  be- 
tween the two parties deal- 
ing with the same subject 
which supercedes or abro- 
gates the present arrange- 
ment. Lastly, it can be ter- 
minated in the event of the 
promulgation in either of 
the two countries of domes- 
tic legislation inconsistent 
with this arrangement.” 
As a matter of related interest 
amateur stations licensed by the 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission heretofore have been 
able, under and in accordance 


with the terms of previously ef- 
fected arrangements, to ex- 
change internationally, messages 
or other communications from or 
to third parties with amateur 
stations of Canada, Chile, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, Liberia, 
Nicaragua, Panama and Peru.

HOW TO WORK DX

Conclusion. 


It may be a temptation to run 
that 4-1000 at 2 kilowatts to 
raise a new one. Don’t do it. 
The word gets around and even 
if the FCC doesn’t get you, you 
may find your prized DXCC sta- 
tus gone forever. In DX contests 
stick to the rules, and be sure 
that what you put in the log is 


accurate. If you aren’t certain 
that the dx station answered 
YOU, don’t log him. A phony 


log” has a nasty habit of catch- 
ing up with you. 

A comment on D X contests is 
due at this point. You can take 
them or leave them alone” as 
you desire. For the dxer collect- 
ing his first couple of hundred 
countries, it’s a really fast way 
to get new ones. After that 
point, they seldom produce re- 
sults. The author uses contests 
for one major purpose: to 
“shake down” a new rig or mod- 
ification of an old one, and try 
out new antennas. In the wild 
fracas of a contest, any weak- 
ness in the rig, or quirk of 
handling which may cost you a 
rare new one later, will surely 
show up. That new beam which 
seemed so good in day to day 
vse may turn out to be some- 
thing of a lemon when up 
against such really rough ocmpe- 
tetion. This indicates that it will 
be an equal lemon inthe pile-up 
on Danny when he gets to CR- 
ten. 


IN OW LOT t eum Hane N AUT 
QSL’s!! These are the proof that 
you really did it. You can tell 
buddy-buddy Joe all kinds of 
steries about how much DX 
you’ve worked ,but unless you 
shake that AC4AX card under 
his nose, he’s going to be just 
a leetle bit doubtful! All those 
beautiful certificates require one 
miserable item ...“‘Proof of two- 
way contact”. 


First and foremost, keep an 
envelope on file at the ARRL 

QSL Bureau. The bulk of your 
cards will arrive this way. Send 
out lots of qsl cards, and ex- 
pect about 25 per cent return— 
if you’re lucky. If you send your 
cards to a DX qsl bureau with 
expectation of return via _ the 
ARRL bureau, allow six months 
to two or three years for your 
confirmation to arrive. 


A direct qsl to the dx station 
may get faster results, provid- 
ing that: you have his correct 
QTH, your QSL is attractive or 
interesting enough to catch his 
eye inthe mass of other W aqsls, 
your QSO is recorded correctly 
on the QSL ecard In Greenwich 
that you have included return 
postage. The return postage 
may be in the form of Interna- 
tional Reply Coupons, or better, 
in current stamps of his country. 
These may be obtained from W2- 
SAW. Don’t expect to get cur- 
rent stamps from your local 
niilatelic stamp dealer. Unlike 
the U.S.A., many countries’ pos- 
tage stamps of a certain type 
are good only for a short time. 


Before you spend next week’s 
allowance on postage, check QST 
CQ, Dx magazine, and your oth- 
er dx pals’ personal files for the 
posibility that the dx station has 
a “QSL manager’. These are 
Stateside dxers who have taken 
over the job of seeing that you 
get your confirmation, even 
though the dx station is working 
W/K stations by the thousand. 


For many of the dx stations, 
qsl card and qsl postage costs 
can reach astounding figures. 
The “QSL manager” receives the 
dx station log, either by mail or 
by radio. Upon receipt of your 
qsl, he checks the log, and IF 
you have included a self addres- 
sed stamped envelope, makes out 
a QSL (which he has had print- 
el with the DX stations call) 
and drops it into the envelope. 
In a few days, you have your 
reeded new country confirmed.

An extra dime or quarter 
along with your qsl helps these 
fellows pay for the cards, and 
it’s no more than you would have 
to pay for an I.R.C. Don’t send 
I.R.C.’s to Stateside qsl’s man- 
agers in the U. S. possessions as 
they can not use them. If you 
qsl direct to a dx _ station, it’s 
better to use airmail since it may 
take months to get there by boat. 
If you work a new rare one, 
QSLimmediately. He may have 
a few hundred cards, and the 
first few hundred qsls to arrive 
get answered. The rest may get 
an answer much later or never. 


If your Bureau envelope seems 
slow in coming, take a week-end, 
work all the G-F-DL-OK-SM 
stations you can find and ship 
out qsls to them (via their bur- 
eaus). The resulting flood of 
return qsls fills your envelope 
and “wlishes it through along 
with the one or two you have 
been waiting for ! 


We'll end with a few “gems” 
of debatable value. Work any- 
thing with an unusual prefix, no 
matter how phoney it sounds. lf 
the “big guns” are piled up on 
a common prefix, work him! It 
may be an “expedition” to a 
rare spot. (many missed KS4BB 
because they had “already work- 
ed KS4”.) Get a special stock of 
“come qsls for your 
“come hither qsls for your new 
ones. Until you have a country 
confirmed, keep looking for ano- 
ther in that country, no matter 
how many you’ve worked. Write 
tear-stained letters. As a_ last 
resort, paint qs] data on KWS-1 
and ship air freight! 73 de

NEED DX CARDS? 
The W4/K4 ARRL QSL man- 


ager has quite a number of QSL 
ecards on hand which are gather- 
ing dust due to lack of claim- 


ants. He would like to get rid 
of them but the people to whom 
‘he cards are addressed do not 
have SASE (stamped and self- 
addressed) envelopes on file at 
the W4/K4 Bureau. 

If you have worked any DX 
in the last few years and do not 
have a card from the station 
you worked, it may be because 
you do not have an envelope on 
file. Many of the DX stations 
work a great number of W & K 
stations and it would be very 
eard individually by direct mail. 
Instead the DX operator might 
hold the cards until he has quite 
a bundle for W & K stations. 
He will then send these cards 
to the ARRL QSL Bureau at 
Headquarters. There, they are 
sorted by districts and mailed 
to the proper call area QSL 
Managers, in our case W4HYW. 


He sorts them according to 
calls and places them in the 
envelopes which we sent to him. 
Each month he goes through the 
envelopes. and mails all which 
have a_ sufficient number of 
cards to warrant mailing. Most

Harvey R. Barton, W4RP, of 
Winter Park moved to Florida 
during World War II.

Harvey has worked in radio 
all hie life e,ither in manufac- 
turing, designing, or retailing. 
At present he owns and operates 
Barton’s TV of Winter Park. 


He has had personal associa- 
tions with Dave Grimes, Henry 
Neely, Dr. Myers (chief engineer 
for DeForest) and many others. 
He likes to rag-chew from 10 to 
80 mters and uses both fone and 
CW. His rig is a Johnson Val- 
iant, NC300 and a 40 meter zepp 
for all bands.

HINT ’N KINK 


The center guide post of an 
octal tube base, makes a fine 
plastic cover, for cylinder type 
transistors, such as 2N140, and 
may also be mounted on a plas- 
tic board (with glue) to serve as 
a support for the transistors. A 
socket for the transistor itself, 
insert the transistor into the 
plastic holder and fasten the 
leads to the plastic board.

CHARACTERS PVE KNOW 


Last month we told you about 
the first broadcast from KDKA 
plus the story of “Mother Oats,” 
and here is a little more chatter 
of the “good ole days” many of 
the Old Old Timers can reeall. 

Many attempts at building 
rheostats met with what we con- 
sidered a ‘flop’, mostly because 
we did not have the right materi- 
als. Finally after stealing the 
binding wire from __ several 
brooms, we decided to use the 
broom handle itself as the barrel 
for winding and holding the re- 
sistance wire. This resulted in a 
rheostat about four inches long, 
with the diameter just slightly 
larger than the orginal broom 
handle. In the final version we

rotated the broom handle from 
front of the panel by a home- 
made knob fastened to a quarter 
inch shaft which in turn was 
secured in a hole drilled length- 
wise in the broom handle. With 
each turn of the rheostat barrel 
a contact wiper was allowed to 
drag on the wire and advance 
or return from the first to the 
last turn. It wsa a work of art, 
a main rheostat and a vernier 
rheostat, all in one! Needless to 
Say it was copied by many, and 
a similar version appeared on 
the market about four years 
later. 

Audio transformers were made 
Ford spark coils, and Model T 
variety, of course. Each spark 
coil when dismantled had two 
bobbins of #40 wire. The core 
wires were removed along with 
the primary winding. To make 
a 6:1 ratio transformer, we cut 
and unwrapped 1/6 of the wind- 
ing from the inside of one bob- 
bin, and cut and removed 5/6 
of the outer winding of the 
other bobbin. Slipping the two to- 
gether, one inside the other, we 
had a neat little package by to- 
days standards. The core wires 
were reinserted, and being about 
2% times longer than necessary 
due to the shorten-assembly of 
slipping one bobbin within the 
other — we decided to bend them 
around the outside, fanning each 
wire out following the supposed 
magnetic field. We build several 
of these transformers with ratios 
as high as 12:1 and as low as two 
to one and don‘t recall loosing 
any of them due to burn-out. This 
was probably due to our precau- 
tion in mounting them in Rum- 
ford Baking Powder cans, pour- 
ing in hot sealing wax or paraf- 
fin, and then soldering the can 
lid around the seams. 

It must have taken the full 
year to complete this receiver,

TRUE MEANING OF “HAM” 
C. F. Otis, W7 AMC 


Just a line to try to clear up 
a myth that seems to be growing 
in its wide acceptance. I refer to 
th term “Ham.” I do not wish to 
appear to contradict the boys who 
have come up with the rather ro- 
mantic origin of the name, but 
that term was very old when I 
was a youngster trying to learn 
to be on Operator for Western- 
Union, that was before Marconi 
came up with “Wireless Tele- 
graphy.” 

Being close to 70 years of age, 
I know that here are not too 
many of the old W-U Ops around 
who can verify my statements, 
but Ham was also a term among 
Railroad Operators. It is a thing 
that I feel should get into the 
records before we old buzzards 
are all gone and no one left who 
really knows about the origin of 
the word “Ham.” 

You did not get paid for learn- 
ing to be an Operator in those 
days. Instead you paid for the 
instruction. A kid had no money, 
so he exchanged work for in- 
struction. I swept the office, 
cleaned and filled the coal oil 
lamps, delivered messages, and 
generally made myself useful. In 
return, the man who was the 
agent for Wells-Fargo and West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co., taught 
me to be a telegraph operator. 
I never completed the course but 
I got a lot of fundamentals from 
him. 

To get the thing in focus for 
today’s Hams, let me remark 
that at that time the telephone 
was not yet in general use. 
(Just in the large cities.) Elec- 
tricity for Power was not yet 
here, and for lighting only as a 
sort of curiosity. We just had 
the telegraph for communication 
between cities. The transconti- 
nental circuits were a relay set 
up similar to the ARRL NTS. 
Now, all you needed was either a 
full beard or a good handlebar 
mustache to be the Telegrapher 
to whom all eyes were turned 
when there was some big event 
in the public mind. The Sullivan- 
Corbett fight, Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons fight, Sinking of the Battle 
ship Maine, Assassination of 
President McKinley, San Francis- 
co earthquake, these are just a 
few of the big news events that 
were first released to the public 
by the W-U Operator who would 
tack the message on a small Bul- 
letin board outside the office. 
That was the glamour that sur- 
rounded the Telegraph Operator 
of my kid days. 

The Operator who undertook to 
teach me the fundamentals was 
quite a man. He was quick with a 


gun and a very good shot as this 
was the heart of the California 
Gold mining country and _ our 
transportation was still by stage 
coach, with such operators as 
“Black Bart” on the lookout for 
the Wells-Fargo strong box that 
carried the bullion from the mines 
to the Mint in San Francisco. 
Wells-Fargo wanted good gun- 
men as their agents, and Western 
Union had the same men as their 
Operators. 

He was patient but a _ very 
strict drill-master on technique. 
I think he was of German des- 
cent as his conversation had an 
accent similar to Lawrence 
Welke’s. His name was Smiley. 
There were two words that he 
used to describe the kind of ‘Fist’ 
you should not develop, “GLASS” 
and “HAM.” The first was the 
brittle type of sending you hear 
in which it is hard to distinguish 
dots from dashes. The later term 
was applied to the slow heavy 
type of sending where it sounded 
like you were hitting the key 
with a ham instead of using the 
hand. 

I have heard the term applied 
to many operators on the Rail- 
roads. The “Ham” operator could 
hold down a job on the railroad 
or for Western Union in places 
where traffic was light, but you 
never heard a “Ham” fist on the 
main-line where manifests were 
handled. It has always been my 
belief that the term came to us 
Amateurs as a result of the early 
days of Spark, when you broke 
the primary thru the key and had 
to have a good gap on the con- 
tacts to prevent arcing on the 
break of the key. This type of 
sending sounded exactly like the 
heavy fisted “Ham” of the land- 
line telegraph. 

This has stretched out to some 
length but thought you might 
want some side lights of the times 
of which I am writing, as it 
might sound like a fairy tale to 
people who have been born since 
HM) <ehe Sie}: 


As a personal note, I will add 
that I finished my training as an 
operator on the railroad and was 
getting to the point where they 
trusted me with train orders, 
when the Agent for whom I 
worked and the dispatcher for an- 
other R.R. went outside the De- 
pot office for a chat in private 
one morning. Shortly after their 
departure I heard RA-RA-RA- 
RA (The station call) from the 
Dispatcher. Thinking it was a 
train order I grabbed my pads 
and broke him. What came over 
the wire was that the Titanic had 
sunk with great loss of life. I 
OKed the message and then for 
the first time realized what I had 
taken. I don’t know if you were

The opportunities for exper- 
ience and service are unlimited in 
this age of fast-moving develop- 
ments in all applications of ra- 
dio.

Engineers are a “must” to the 
Commission in looking after its 
now nearly 2,500,000 radio auth- 
orizations.

Its present force of about 300 
engineers is inadequate to keep up 
with this mounting technical job. 
So it is looking for additional en- 
gineering assistance. 

The Commission is particularly 
desirous of obtaining young peo- 
ple who want to make Govern- 
ment radio engineering a career. 
Such opportunities are open to 
college seniors and graduates in 
engineering; also persons with 
some experience in electronics in 
general.

W4RMU 
and W4FNR made the first few 
groundwave contacts for distance 
of over 300 miles. This was soon 
followed by W4RMU and K4HIL 
and others.

OLD TIMERS CHAIR 
Hank McMurra, W4TAS 


If you know where the Coffee 
Pot Riviera is located in Saint 
Petersburg, you probably know 
Edwin Lee White who is W4AS. 

Ed states that he was inter- 
ested in amateur radio and built 
his first transmitter in the fall 
of 1913 at Valley City, North 
Dakota in the days when no li- 
cense was needed. The reason no 
license was needed was because 
signals were not strong enough to 
reach beyond state lines and in- 
terfere with Government instal- 
lations. Needless to say, this the- 
ory did not hold true very long. 

Ed’s first transmitter was made 
up of a one half kilowatt Clapp- 
Eastham transformer, an electro- 
lytic detector and compressed 
spark gap from Electo-Importing 
Company. The antenna ammeter 
was made from an old alarm 
clock and the innards of a Ford 
ignition spark coil. It was the hot 
wire type and full scale was one 
half ampere. Condensers were tin 
flashing and old photo plates. 
The transmitting inductances 
were made of aluminum wire and 
red fibre insulation. The receiver 
consisted of cardboard tubes with 
bell wire and a telephone receiver. 
Tnere was no need for a wave 
meter as you only talked around 
town and that spark covered a 
good part of the spectrum. 

After a year away at school, 
Ed returned home just in time to 
receive an order from NAA in 
Washington to pack up all his 
gear for the duration. 

What with joining up for ser- 
vice in World War One and also 
getting married, Ed did not get 
back into amateur radio until 
1921 when he received his first 
ticket. 

In 1930 he joined the staff of 
FRC (Federal Radio Commis- 
sion) which later became the 
present Federal Communications 
Commission. When Ed retired on 
July 31, 1955 he was Chief of the 
Safety and Special Service Bur- 
eau and there are many ham tick- 
ets bearing his signature today. 

At the moment, W4AS is rep- 
resented by an ART 13 transmit- 
ter on his boat, the “Alice.” Ed 
says the station is not particu- 
larly active, but now and then 
you can locate him on 20 meters.

TRAFFIC ROUTING 


(Edior’s note: The following 
recent] yappeared in the “Pa- 
cific Area Net News”. Vie Gish, 
W7FIX editor, covers many 
interesting points for all traffic 
men. Read on.) 


Probably one of the most fre- 
quent causes of delay in amateur 
traffic is the ‘mis-routing’ that 
occurs when messages are given 
to operators who have little if 
any knowledge of routing that is 
available to get the message to 
its destination. Naturally a 
knowledge of which net has the 
proper outlets and the availabil- 
ity of an outlet on the evening 
in question has a bearing on the 
speed with which the message 
can be delivered. 


We doubt if there is an NCS 
who has not had the problem of 
‘no one from the town on the net’ 
at the time a piece of traffic was 
reported for that town. We have 
seen it happen time and time 
again — it just seems as though 
the station in that town is never 
available wher there is traffic, 
and that it always reports in 
when there is no traffic. 


We know that quite a few of 
you have heard the same piece of 
traffic on the same net on net 
sessions three and four days 
apart — the traffic having been 
running around in circles, trying 
to find a delivering station. This 
is all too frequent and could be 
avoided if an yof the stations 
handling the message took the 
pains to put it in the mail. A lot 
of so-called traffickers are some- 
what careless in this mailing 
business, not caring to spend the 
postage to get the message de- 
livered and not wanting to handle 
any traffic that cannot be 
phoned. Obviously, the postage 
bill ean run up to quite a sizable 
figure if the station concerned 
handles a lot of traffic, but we 
know of no hobby that doesn’t 
cost a few pennies to keep it go- 
ing. 


All of you know the standard 
routing for getting a message 
from one net to another — the 
NATIONAL TRAFFIC SYSTEM 
— but no one has ever solved the 
problem o fhaving a station on 
in the town of destination on the 
night the traffic is reported on 
the net. The NTS can get the 
message to the proper net (if 
that net sends a rep to the Re- 
gion Net) but from that point on 
it is up to that net or one of 
the net members to effect the de- 
livery EVEN IF IT HAS TO BE 
MAILED. Amateur radio traffic 
handling is no different than 


MARS BC 50 


Numerous queries have recent- 
ly been directed to the CHIEFS

mand MARS Directors concerned. 


commercial in this mailing busi- 
ness—even WU has to resort to 
tie mail for some of its deliv- 
eries, 

It sort of boils dow nto this— 
if you accept a piece of traffic 
and you cannot get it to a sta- 
tion who can phone it; the mes- 
sage should be mailed as soon as 
possible, and in this case ‘ASAP’ 
means that you are the one who 
should stick it on a postcard and 
get it in the mailbox Mail deliv- 
ery fro mone town to another in 
any small area is just a case of 
one days travel and you can con- 
sider the message as having been 
delivered, PROVIDED you have a 
return address on your card and 
the words ‘RETURN POSTAGE 
GUARANTEED’ — but without 
those words the card will end up 
in the deadletter office and this 
is not what could be called a ‘de- 
livery’. 

Mailing traffic is as much a 
part of handling messages in the 
amateur radio trafficking busi- 
ness as it is in the commercial 
outfits, and when it gets right 
down to it, the postal service can 
get it there faster than it would 
if it kept running around in cir- 
cles on your net trying to find a 
place to light. Delivery, believe 
it or not, is the most important 
part of traffic handling, and it 
is up to you to get it to the ad- 
dressee, by the fastest available 
means.

PRACTICE AND 
CERTIFICATES 


In order to supplement the 
ARRL’S fine program for begin- 
ning and intermediate cw. 
speeds, the Connecticut Wireless 
Assn., Inc., an ARRL-affiliated 
club, is and has been sponsoring 
a hig hspeed code proficiency 
program since November, 1958. 
This program was largely insti- 
gated and is being implemented 
ty WINJM, entirely on his own 
time ,at his own station and ex- 
pense. Other CWA members par- 
tic:pate from time to time. So 
far, not a single Sunday night of 
code practice has been missed. 


Here’s the dope: Every Sunday 
night at 2015 EST (1915 CST, 
1815 MST, 1715 PST, Monday 
at 0115 GMT) WINJM or a sub- 
stitute station fires up on ap- 
proximately 7120 ke. with a 
“OST” at 18 w.p.m., indication 
additional frequencies being used 
Gf any) and the calls of other 
stations transmitting the practice 
simultaneously (if any), also 
w et er t e practice will start at 
low or Figh speed. This tape is 
ce reular and is repeated over and 
over for 15 minutes. Listen >on 
7120 Ke. first, then listen on 
any other frequencies listed if 
you think one of them may have 
a better signal. Usually, WINJM 
is also on 3637 ke. and sometimes 
WiT. repeats automatically on 
14,095 ke. At 2080 EST (convert 
to your own time if in another 
time zone) the introduction to 
the code practice starts, also at 
18 w.p.m This lasts about five 
minutes. The nthe actual code 
practice starts, either at 15 or 
55 w.p.m. Text at 15, and some- 
times at 25, is tube table data, 
making copy a little more diffi- 
cult. At 35, 45 and 55 w.p.m., 
the text is plain English. Ap- 
proximately ten minutes of prac- 
tice is transmitted at each speed. 


So much for the weekly prac- 


tice. Twice each year, WINJM 
and other affiliated CWA sta- 
tions transmit a “code _ test.” 


This consists on plain English 
text, five minutes each at speeds 
of 40, 45, 50, 55 and 60 w.p.m. 
Listeners are invited to submit 
copy to WINJM for checking and 
possible issuance of a club code 
proficiency certificate. One min- 
ute solid copy out of the five 
minute transmission qualifies 
you for a certificate at that

(12.156 Operation in emergencies, | 
¥F. Cy CG.) 


In the event of an emergency ¥ 
disrupting normally available ; 
communication facilities in any | 
widespread area or areas, the

A TRUE STORY 


Disaster struck in the rugged 
heights of the Appalachian moun- 
tains near Waynesboro on the 
night of October 30th. A Pied- 
mont Airlines local service flight 
en route from Washington, D. C. 
to Charlattesville mysteriously 
disappeared after radioing for 
ground instructions five minutes 
from the Charlottesville airport. 
Bad weather conditions hampered 
attempts of immediate search. 

Saturday, the 31st, weather 
conditions cleared and the organi- 
zation of search teams began to 
take shape. Civil Air Patrol, lo- 
cal rescue squads and State Po- 
lice began converging on the 
areas between Charlottesville and 
Roanoke. Communications be - 
tween Buena Vista, the approxi- 
mate center of the search area, 
and other nearby cities was re- 
quired to coordinate plans. Bow- 
yer Hall K4CHA was the man-on- 
the-spot and offered his services 
immediately. W4BTL, Eldridge 
Emswiler, fired up his rig in 
Roanoke for relaying information 
to the authorities in that city. 
Similar action was performed by 
Daye DeLong in Montebello. 

Shortly before the regular 
meeting time of the VFN, Bill 
Bass, W4ONV, noted the require- 
ment for an emergency session 
of the net to maintain a clear fre- 
quency for the traffic concerning 
the search. A roll call estab- 
lished the fact that practically ev- 
ery wide spot in the state high- 
way system could be reached. 
Practically the entire VFN mem- 
bership plus many other inter- 
ested operators were on hand to 
render assistance when needd. 

Th Federal Communications 
Commission in Norfolk was con- 
tacted. The Field Engineer au- 
thorized W4BGP to originate a 
message requesting clear fre- 
quencies between 3830 and 3840 
kes. over FCC signature. This 
done, little interference was ex- 
perienced until the 75 meter skip 
changed. 

Shortly bfore 11 p.m., W4BGP 
assumed net control and called 
for any kilowatt stations situated 
on the outskirts of the state that 
would assist in clearin gthe fre- 
geuncy by relaying the FCC re- 
quest, Stations in Ala bama, 
North and South Carolina, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Maryland and New 
York responded. After the relay 
the ‘s’ meter recorded an all time 
low of 3, an dthat due to atmos- 
pheric noises! 

The net remained in operation 
until 2 a.m. Sunday morning 
when the search was suspended 
due to fog and darkness. At day- 
light, however, operations re-

The last of January and first of 
February proved to be low in 
propagation activity, following 
the usual pattern for this time of 
year.

How is the ground wave and 
tropospheric scatter range of 
your six meter station doing: 
these days. Does it compare fa-. 
vorably with what the engineers: 
lay out on their drawing boards? 
The table below gives the dis-. 
tance in miles of estimated range 
for a naverage signal of one S- 
unit above the noise level. This 
table is based on th ereceiver:

To get a combined gain of 
10DB in both transmitting and / 
receiving antennas one could use:

(short skip )appearing and the 
springtime inversions should give — 
us good ground wave conditions, 
so good DX and happy hunting.

DX IN FLORIDA

These are the months in which 
DXCC’s are made! The ARRL 
DX Contest always brings out 
activity from a few rare ones who 
hide for the rest of the year. The 
trick is to dig under the clouds 
of “garden variety” dx, and to 
get there before the rare one 
hollers uncle and goes under- 
ground for another year. Lttk at 
previous year’s contest results 
and you will see really choice dx 
stations listed, but with a score 
of only a few hundred points. 
Many others, just as rare, don’t 
even send in a score. With multi- 
band operation a must for a high 
score, dx stations are almost as 
common on forty an deighty as 
on the higher frequencies, and, 
for the fellow with the less fancy 
antenna layout, easier to work. 
Many “big guns” on high freqs 
have only simple dipoles or ver- 
ticals on 4 Oand 80, but just listen 
to the lo wend of the band and see 
how they knoc koff the dx! VHF 
dxers should take a look at the 
contest rules, juts in case there 
is an “opening”. Top foreign 
dxers will be keepin ga close 
watch on six meters, and at the 
first sign of W/VE signals they 
will be in there trying for as 
many qsos as possible.

Other rather un- 
pleasant remarks have been made 
recently by those who operate 
this net to those stations who 
operate close to this frequency 
but who do not participate in the 
activities. 

It should be remembered, fel- 
lows, that those of us who en- 
gage in net procedures do so 
purely for our own pleasure and 
enjoyment. We all like to pre- 
tend that it is very important 
work, but the fact is that a group 
of us has simply decided that at 
a certai ntime of day we wili take 
over a certain frequency and pro- 
ceed to tell everyone else to 
“scram,” 

A net has no specific right to 
ANY frequency, at any time. It 
is only through the politeness and 
forebearance of other hams that 
they vacate the net frequency and 
allow we “netters” to play Wesi- 
ern Union. 

It is a recognized fact that nets 
do a great deal of good in foster- 
ing good will towards amateur 
radio operators. Nets have done 
yeoman work in hundreds of 
emergency situations, but, fellows 
a great deal of our so-called traf- 
fic is nothing but “junk” and 
should not be handled. 

Let’s stream-line our net ac- 
tivities and give dignity to this 
important segment of ham radio. 
Hundreds of hams have no inter- 
est whatsoever in handling traf- 
fic, so — when we “take over” 
the frequency for our own en- 
joyment, remember to be toler- 
ant.

It 
is definitely not needd, but it is 
the greatest help to the low power 
man. Next a 75A4 is also not 
needed, but it is a basic require- 
ment to have a receiver with fair- 
ly good sensitivity and selectiy- 
ity. If you can’t hear them, you 
can’t work them.

ed. A god low angle of radiation © 
will greatly help in getting out — 


of that low spot. Mind you, all of 
these previous thins are a great 
help, but they are not actually 
essential to working DX. 


A few basic requirements are 
as follows:

4. Efficient antennas.

SOME HINTS FOR 
CW OPERATION 


Especially for Novices 


1. Do not send faster than you 
ca nreceive. 

2. If you are going to call a 
CQ loo kthe band over and if you 
hear someone calling wear your 
frequency, call thein, tnis will 
help cut down QRM. 

3. If you do call a CQ, do not 
call a long one, as this only adds 
confusion on a congested band. 
Call three or four CQ’s and sign 
your call letters a coupie of times 
an dthen listen. Repeat proced- 
ure if you do not get an answer. 
If you do get an answer sign his 
call letters twice, sign your cal! 
letters twice and go into your 
QSO. There is no reason to sign 
his call letters 15 times as he 
knows his own call letters and the 
same .thing applies to your call 
letters. He knows what they are 
or he would not have called your. 

4. If you don’t know how to use 
a bug properly do not put it on 
the air.’ Use a practice oscillator 
and do your practising so that 
it will not louse up the band. 

5. Do not think up abbrevia- 

tions of your own, use the well es- 
tablished ones. 
. ‘6.¢When you get through with 
transmission and sign off omit 
the shave and a hair cut, six bits 
routine as this only marks you as 
a first. class lid. 

7. If you hear someone in the 
U, 8S. calling CQ DX and you are 
in the U.S. you are not DX. Also 
if you hear someone calling CQ 
state of Vermont and you are in 
any other state, you have no 
business answering him. If he 
wanted your state, he would have 
called it. 

8. When you are in QSO with 
someone and they turn it back to 
you and you have not copied them 
solid, do not send letter R several 
times for that is an indication 
that you did copy them solid. 
Then later on when you have to 
ask for a repeat it makes you 
look very foolish. 

9. Some novices insist on run- 
ning more power'than they are 
lawfully allowed, and using VFO. 
What they may. not realize if 
they have to throw their carrier 
on to zero beat a station every- 
one on the band can hear him 
move his' VFO. If they persist on 
this practice some day they will 
get caught and they will be sorry 
and could even lose their license 
or get a suspension. So don’t 
take a chance, fellows. 

10. Do not be too hasty in 
giving a signal report, when 
someone answers your CQ he 
might be 599 and then on his

With reference to recent com- 
ments by “The Old Crab” I wish 
to make some pertinent state- 
ments in rebuttal.

iece of communication? Who, 
besides the afore-mentioned par- 
ties, can really know how much 
any message may or may not 
mean to the interested parties no 
matter how trivial the language 
may seem? Does a man meeting 
an old friend whom he has not 
seen for a long time fall on bend- 
ed knee and kiss his feet with 
joy? Usually a simple hello, how 
are you is sufficient. So, can you 
see how a message probably 
worded as lightly as the following 
may haye worlds of meaning to 
those involved: “Having a won- 
derful time at the fair here in 
Tampa x Wish you were here x 
Weather wonderful and everyone 
fine x Letter follows.” ? 


For example, we assume that 
the addressee has not heard from 
the originator for a long, long 
time. The occosion of the fair 
‘caused the originator to remem- 
ber the party he is sending his 
message to. This is easily seen 
because of the memory spur 
caused by the presence of the 
radio message service at the fair. 
To the recipient the message in- 
dicates the whereabouts of the 
old friend(s) and the fact that 
they are well. Also, last but not 
least, (Florida Chamber of Com- 
merce please note) the fact that 
the weather is fine in Florida 
may cause said party to feel that 
he must leave his present dreary, 
cold surroundings and depart im- 
mediately for Tampa and vicinity. 
(My apologies to other residents 
of Florida. I had to use an ex- 
ample location.) 


So I have been speaking in 
jest but it won’t take much cog- 
itation to see that there is much 
truth in jest. Let’s stop trying to 
be the judge in these matters and 
concentrate on handling any and 
all messages no matter how seem- 
ingly trivial with all the dispatch 
and enthusiasm that we can 
muster. 

I wonder how many remember 
one of the real reasons for hand- 
ling traffic at all on the amateur 
bands and why nets are estab- 
lished and held together? Traffic, 
no matter if only test messages, 
keep a traffic net going, enough 
traffic to keep all participants 
busy and interested. I’ll answer 
the question with a question if I 
may. Which traffic net would 
be most comvetent to handle

emergency; the one which habit- 
ually handled heavy traffic or 
the one which handled onty the 
light load of seemingly imnor- 
tant traffic? "Nuff said. Before 
you can compete in any game 
you must know the rules and get 
in all the practice that you can. 
I believe that one of the prime 
reasons why FMTN does such a 
good job in an emergency is be- 
cause of the heavy load of traf- 
fic that is handled daily. 


I must agree with the “Old 
Crab” on one point though. He is 
most emphatically correct when 
he says that NO net has the 
right to assume that a certain 
frequency is theirs to use ex- 
clusively just because it has been 
posted in the Net Directory and 
is occupied at a certain time each 
day. Actually when a OSO is @l- 
ready in progress on the net fre- 
quency when net time arrives 
the net has no right to commence 
operation on this frequency with- 
out successfully getting the others 
to vacate that spot, otherwise it 
is in violation of FCC regulations. 
Most stations when POLITELY 
ASKED if they would surrender 
the frequency for net operation 
will do so without delay. Of 
course there are others who are 
just hard to get along with. Thev 
probably beat their wives and 
rob their kids’ piggy banks. 


As a parting word I would 
SUGGEST THAT EVERY AMA- 
TEUR in every phase of this 
wonderful hobby take time out to 
read a little of the history of 
amateur radio and the multiple 
goals behind its amazing pro- 
gress. Especially try to extract 
the information as to why our 
government decided that the 
amateur was a valuable asset to 
our country and what keeps the 
hobby alive today.

ARRL OB 743 


Effective March 15, 1960, the 
FCC has amended its rules for 
the Citizens Radio Service. This 
is of interest to amateurs, for the 
latest commission action further 
differentiates the Amateur Ser- 
vice from the Citizens Service, 
the commission further stating 
that it had no intenticns to cre- 
ate a service paralleling the 
Amateur Radio Service. 

The FCC has defined Citizens 
Radio as basically a service for 
intercommunication between un- 
its of a single station and re- 
stricted to useful messages re- 
lated to the business of personal 
affairs of the licensee. The prac- 
tice of calling test for the pur- 
pose of inviting DX contacts is 
in violation of the rules. Com- 
munication designed to raise ran- 
dom or unknown stations, such 
as by calling CQ is prohibited in 
the Citizens Radio Service.

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 


By Hank McMurria, W4TAS 

Herb Cox of Intercession City, 
WANL, is also HH20T of Port- 
au-Prince, Haiti, where he is do- 
ing missionary work. Herb writes 
a very interesting letter of his 
early days in amateur radio. 

“The sinking of the Titanic in 
1912, and the newspaper accounts 
of those intrepid operators who 
stayed at the rig sending out 
S-O-S’s until rising water cut off 
te power, fired my desire to be- 
come one of them. Because there 
were no schols for radio at that 
time (was living at Loughman) 
I could only dream. 

In 1918, I went to visit rela- 
tives in South Dakota and an old 
telephone repair man, learning 
of my desire, gave me a handful 
ort switchboard wire. With an 
catmeal box scrounged from 
Grandma and a galena crystal 
borrowed from the science pro- 
fessor at school, I was soon in 
business. A 200 foot antenna 
strerg from my window to a 
telephone line and parallel to the 
phone line, with my ground 
hooked to the telephone ground, 
failed to ‘bring me any music 
from the nearest station at 
Schenectady, N. Y., and I was 
very discouraged. 

However, one Sunday, my 
straining ears heard a conversa- 
tion (indvction with phone line?) 
in which I learned that one of 
my Grandad’s hogs, a fine shoat, 
kad been injured near the road 
about a half mile from the 
louse. I ran and told Grandad 
who was ready to give me a 
thrashing when [I told him I had 
heard it over my radio. He fin- 
ally went to look though and 
sure enough, there was his shoat. 
He bragged about that for years. 


Finally, I joined the Navy as 
the only hope of accomplishing 
my purpose of becoming a radio 
operator. By June of 1920, I was 
an operator on NHN aboard the 
USS Idaho of the Pacific Fleet. 
We used to have radio drill every 
night as the Idaho was high 
scorer. The other operators 
threatened to “keel-haul” me if I 
made 2 mistake. They watched 
over me like a setting hen until 
I was able to uphold the honor 
of the ship. 

I got out of the Navy in 1923 
but didn’t settle down and get a 
ham license until 1925. I operat- 
ed a 201-A oscillator in a Meis- 
ner circuit at first. I used a dual 
power supply which had 400 volts 
for tuning and 800 volts to op- 
erate on. We didn’t believe in 
coddling tubes i nthose days. My 
chokes and transformer were all 


made from the laminations of a 
2KW pole transformer. They 
would nave run cool at a KW, 
and locked somewhat cumber- 
some when you looked at my 
201-A! Ly receiver was a three 
tube regenerative set and the an- 
teina was vry scientifically laid 
out by stepping off the distance 
from the alley fence to the back 
of t..e wood shed. A three wire 
fiat-top and counterpoise was the 
type. I worked nearly all the 
states but Florida an dthe New 
England states and JIAA was the 
best DX. 


I moved to Chicago in 1927 and 
cperated 9EQA there. It was the 
same rig but I had a single wire 
antenna 110 feet high on top of 
te hotel where I worked as 
e.gireer. My best DX here was 
tie 6yrd xpedition to the South 
Pole until after they left New 
Zeaiand. I missed a sked with 
tacm there and never heard them 
again. 

About this time, I got home- 
sick. for Florida so I bought a 
small “pea-patch” farm up near 
Pensacola and went off the air 
as there was no current on the 
farm. Later I sold out and went 
to Wichita to work for Boeing 
Airplane Co. where I operated 
V/ONL. A couple of years I re- 
turned to Florida and operated 
a mobile rig on ten meters in my 
cld Dodge. It was then that I 
stubbed my toe and a young lady 
pourced and I found myself a 
poor married man! 


I felt the call to go to the mis- 
sion field (or could it have been 
a desire to become rare DX???) 
and arrived in Port-au-Prince on 
July 22nd, 1949. After a Jeep 
ride over wkhat some called a 
road, we finally ended up fifty 
miles in the mountains where we 
had to walk and earry groceries 
the last twenty miles. 


After two years up _ there, 
where W4NL learned how to wash 
diapers the hard way, with water 
carried over a mile, part of it up 
tne face of a cliff, we were in- 
vited to come down to Port-au- 
Prince. Although at that time, it 
was 100 years behind the time, 
Port-au-Prince seemed like a 
Fairyland of modernism. Here I 
was able to get a license and my 
first rig was a 6L6 oscillator 
with power taken from a public 
address system we had. The an- 
tenna was a random length wire 
strung to a tree. We later moved 
to another location and I put up 
a T2FD. The 6L6 finally gave 
out and I was off the air until 
W3FFZ sent me an old War Sur- 
plus BC458. In the meantime I 
bought an old S2OR receiver with 
the power supply burned out. I

THE GREATEST 


A radio station in the Pacific 
Northwest woods is said to be 
the most powerful radio trans- 
mitter in the world. It provides 
around - the - world twenty - four 
hour service. And it is so big 
it utilizes two 3,000-foot moun- 
tains just to string up its an- 
tenna. 

This station does not have any 
voice broadcasting. Everything 
is sent by key transmission in 
the International Morse Code. 

This is Naval Radio Station 
“Jim Creek’, operated by the 
United States Navy for all its 
stations and all its ships at sea. 

From its complex web of wires 
emanates 1,000,000 watts of 
transmitter power that makes 
Jim Creek the strongest radio 
signal in the world. 

Blue and Wheeler mountains 
provide the base for a dozen 200 
foot towers that support ten 
antenna spans weighing approxi- 
mately eight tons each. The long- 
est span is 8,900 feet, the short- 
est 5,800 feet. 

Buried beneath the transmitter 
and throughout Jim Creek valley 
are 300 miles of copper cable 
that make up the extensive 
grounding system for the radio 
station. The transmitter, in- 
stalled by RCA, cost $2,000,000. 
The entire layout was established 
for $15,000,000.

HAM ANTENNA. Amateur 
Operators Help Keep Traffic 
Moving in Rush Hours. By Har- 
ry A. Tummonds W8BAH, Cleve- 
land. 

“Father of the Cleveland Area 
Amateur Radio Road Patrol 
Nets,’ Walter Ermer Sr., 
W8AEU, 1959 Edison award re- 
cipient, travels across the city 
from his home to Tow-motor 
Corp., where he is manager of 
service sales. Ermer uses the Me- 
morial Shore Way and has a 10 
meter amateur radio mobile 
transmitter and receiver in his 
car. He is one of the many ham 
radio operators who travel Cuy- 
ahoga County roads on way to 
and from work. 

Starting with a network of mo- 
bile stations on the 10 meter 
wave length in the evening traf- 
fic rush hours the nets have since 
expanded to morning hours, mid- 
night second shift period and 
morning-evening nets on six me- 
ters. 

Mission of the nets are: First, 
observe and report accidents seen 
along the highway, stalled cars, 
road conditions and movement of 
traffic, ask those in trouble if 
they need assistance. Often a mo- 
torist may have to travel a long 
distance to telephone for help. 
Tne amateur radio mobile station 
sends the traffic report, via 10 
or 6 meters, to the local police 
department, via a net control sta- 
tion. Traffic slow-up is usually 
reported to one of the local radio 
stations that has a rush hour 
traffic report program. Some- 
times an accident on the Shore 
Way, or other highways, will 
back up traffic for many miles. 


Second part of the mission of 
the road patrol nets is to “Talk 
the mobile station to work, or 
home,” that is, he is in communi- 
cation with other ham stations 
all the time he is in his car on 
tae highway. 

At first, the police depart- 
ments around the country did not 
understand this business of hams 
calling in with traffic reports, 
but now they understand and 
welcome the service. Many mo- 
torists have probably wondered 
how the police cruiser or tow 


“HAM” LICENSES JUMP 285 
PER CENT IN 12 YEARS 


The number of individuals in 
the United States holding ama- 
teur radio operator licenses now 
exceeds 200,000, and the number 
of amateur stations licenses out- 
standing is approaching 204,500. 
Collectively, these “ham” licenses 
represent a growto of more than 
285 per cent since the resumption 
of amateur radio operation after 
World War II. 


Almest without exception, each 
“ham” operator also has a sta- 
tion license. The “extra” num- 
ber of station licenses are held 
by amateur clubs and by opera- 
tors who have licensed stations 
at more than one fixed address. 


The six classes of amateur op- 
erator licenses cover persons 
ranging from beginners to sea- 
soned old-timers. There are no 
age limits. Boys and girls as 
young as seven years old have 
qualified fo rthe beginner’s li- 
cense. Many persons past the 
age of three-score-and-ten still 
find amateur operation an en- 
gaging hobby. Some peopie in 
their sixties hold novice licenses. 
On the other hand, some young 
people have qualified for higher 
grades. The average age of 
“hams” is estimated to be about 
34 years. 

Radio-minded individuals find 
it an outlet to pursue an inter- 
esting and instructive avocation. 
Entire families hold amateur au- 
thorizations. It keeps juveniles 
out of mischief by furnishing 
them training and experience for 
entering the constantly expand- 
ing commercial telecommunica- 
tions field. And it is a particular 
boon to the physically handicap- 
ped who, otherwise, would be 
lonely shut-ins.

HALF A HAM 


(The following was taken, in 
part, from a recent ARRL Emer- 
gency & Traffic Bulletin.) 

“If you are among those ama- 
teurs who spend all their time 
on phone you are only Half an 
Amateur. 

One of the greatest joys in any 
pursuit is the exercising of a 
skill. A skill, that is, that not ey- 
eryone has. Talking is not or- 
dinarily thought a skill; practic- 
ally everyone can talk. 

“Five WPM is hardly talking 
in code. This is just about the 
equivalent of knowing your 
ABC’s. Not until you have 
learned to distinguish not dots 
and dashes, not single letters, 
but whole words and ultimately 
‘whole phrases’ at a time, have 
you mastered the code. 

“Some of you may smile indul- 
gently and say that you could 
never do this, it is simply beyond 
your ability. This is ridiculous. 
We all learned to talk didn’t we? 

“For in speech we have a far 
greater variety of sounds to in- 
terpret. We have sibilants, liq- 
uids, explosives, gutterals, and 
we vary the vibrations produced 
by our larynx by use of the 
tongue, the lips, the teeth and 
the palate. Anyone who has 
learned to talk can learn the code. 
Code is not a complex order of 
sounds such is voice conversation. 
Those who say they do not have 
an ‘ear’ for it are just making 
excuses for themselves. They are 
saying that they don’t want to 
learn it because it’s too much 
trouble. They are limiting their 
amateur horizons about 50% en- 
tirely unnecessarily.” Well said, 
Mr. Hart!

NOTES ON THE W4TJU 
TERMINAL UNIT 
By Doug Wells, W4TJU 


The unit was originally de- 
signed to be built on the rear of 
a 8x4x17 chassis and mount on 
a 3-1/4” panel with the controls 
on the front. 

The printer loop (to the selec- 
tor magnets) must not be 
grounded since it is about 250 
volts above ground. This is OK 
for the Model 26 and Modei 15 
(also Model 14 and 19 which are 
about the same) and other model 
printers should be checked to be 
sure their magnet loops are not 
grounded anywhere. The termin- 
als marked OUTPUT on the TU 
are connected to the printer coil. 
If a meter (100 ma) is handy it 
can be wired into the circuit to 
monitor t..e printer current. Out- 
put current is adjustable from 
about 20 ma to 60 ma. Printer 
coils may be used in series for 
about 20 ma and parallel for 
about 60 ma. 

Since the keyboard must be 
separated from the printer mag- 
nets for this arrangement, the 
transmitted signal is copied by 
tuning in your own signal. Since 
you will probably be operating on 
the same freq ency as the station 
being worked, this is no trouble. 

For tuning, the best thing to 
use is a scope. With this TU, 
connect one of the output leads 
from the terminals marked TUN- 
ING SCOPE to the vertical input 
and the other to the horizontal 
input. With the tuned circuits 
properly tuned, a roughly ellipti- 
cal pattern will be seen. It will 
be horizontal one frequency and 
vertical for the other. The two 
frequencies normally used are 
2975 cps for mark and 2125 cps 
for space. When tuning in a 
transmitting RTTY signal, a 
rough cross will be seen when 
the tuning is right. 

Adjustment: connect the scope 
t othe terminals marked TO 
TUNING SCOPE on diagram. 
Turn the control marked BIAS 
down to zero and the CURRENT 
ADJUST down to minimum 
screen voltage. Connect the print- 
er magnet coils to the terminals 
marked OUTPUT. Apply line 
voltage and turn on power. After 
warmup, with no audio input, 
there will be no output current. 
Apply 2975 cps to the AUDIO 
INPUT. Adjust slug of coil with 
the .07 mf condenser across it 
for maximum indication on the 
scope. Change frequency to 2125 
eps and adjust other slug for 
maximum indication (which wiil 
be at right angles to first one.) 
Adjustments interact so repeat 
alternately a few times. Now

If these voltages are 
much different from those shown, 
DC amplifier will not operate 
properly and unit will not per- 
form satisfactorily.

This story could have been called 
“DX 24 HOURS A DAY” as we 
never close! AC) 


Part I 

Aeronautical Radio, Ine. (or 
ARINC) Communications Station 
at 5391 N. W. 36th Street, Miami 
Springs, Florida, is technically an 
“Aeronautical Fixed Station”. 
The station provides aeronautical 
communications services for us- 
ers such as airlines, foreign and 
domestic, the military, ATC, the 
U. S. Weather Bureau as well as 
private individuals and companies 
operating aircraft. 

One of the fundamental pnur- 
poses of the station is to provide 
maximum use of the limited num- 
ber of frequencies available. 

A total of 4500 transmitting 
and rece:ving tubes are in opera- 
tion 24 ho.rs a day in 118 re- 
ce:vers and 22 transmitters most 
uf waica are multi-channel and 
multi-bay. Approximately 124 
senung and receiving teletype 
macnines and their associated 
equipment are used. 

a. Tne air-ground system at 
the station includes 6 operating 
positions waich provide liaisen 
between aircraft and their op- 
eratiig companies and with ATC 
and tie Weather Bureau. 

b. Two CW point-to-point po- 
sitions contact stations in Nas- 
sai, in Camaguey, Cuba, Belem 
and Rio de Jeneiro, Brazil. Traf- 
ic nandled on tnese circuits con- 
sists of operational and reserva- 
tisns traffic, aircraft movement 
veports and general airline ad- 
ininistrative messages. 

ce. Besides these manual radio 
e.rcuits, eight radioteletype cir- 
cu.ts serve the Caribbean area 
and Central and South America: 
Caidad Trujillo; San Juan, Puerto 
nico; Port of Spain, Trinidad, 
Maiquetia, Venezuela; Kingston, 
Jamaica; Barranquilla, Colombia; 
Guatemaia and Mexico City. 

a. Of the air-ground positions, 
tae first serves Eastern Airlines 
aimost exclusively operating on 
180.8 and 131.0 me. A slave sta- 
tion (VHF transmitting and re- 
ceiving) at Orlando, Florida is 
operated jointly with Jackson- 
ville. A Jacksonville - Miami - 
Ocala - Gainesville long-line tele- 
p2one provides auxiliary cover- 
age. 


b. A second radiotelephone op- 
erating position covers primarily 
tae Montreal - New York - Ber- 
muda - San Juan - Trinidad air 
route and serves Pan American, 
Eastern, Cubana, KLM and num- 
erous otzer foreign and domestic 
airlines. Frequencies used are 
2966, 5566.5, 8871 and 13344.5 
Kes. 

c. The taird radiotelephone po- 
sition is the international VHF 
tacility which serves mostly to 
contact inbound and outbound 
aircraft to the south and south- 
east of Miami. Frequencies are 
126.9 and 127.3 mc. This position 
serves mostly Pan American, 
Delta, Eastern, Cubana and vari- 
ous other foreign and domestic 
airlines and military aircraft. A 
satelite station at Key West, 
Florida transmitting and receiv- 
ing on 127.8 me extends coverage 
to tae south and southwest. 

d. The fourth radiotelephone 
position utilizes frequencies of 
2352, 5619, 6587, 8837 and 10021 
iKke and covers generally the Cen- 
tral and Western Caribbean area. 
Vue majority of contacts in this 
area are with PAA flights, but 
numerous other airlines including: 
South and Central American air- 
lines flying into Miam, New Or- 
leans or other airports contribute 
a substantial portion of the total. 

e. In addition to the radiotele- 
paone circuits, there is a CW 
point-to-point “FD” circuit which 
functions as an auxiliary for the 
route frequencies in the same 
way that the long-line interphone 
circuits are used in the United 
wtates. Under ideal conditions, 
an aircraft report transmitted 
to a ground station by an air- 
crait is intercepted and acknow- 
ledged by all other stations need- 
ing tais report. However, any of 
a number of things may cause 
one or more stations to miss the 
report; in such a case, the infor- 
mation goes forward “via FD”. 
Tine accent is on speed here; mes- 
cage format is reduced to the ab- 
solute minimum. In addition to 
such traffic, the FD circuit han- 
dies high-priority operational 
messages, weather and ATC 
c.earances. Frequencies and call 
signs are as follows: 9785 KC/ 
iiIL74 (the most used frequen- 
cy); 3340/KIP64; 5122.5/KIM27; 
17365/KIM31 and 21960/KIO73.

Plate dissipation of 
the ones manufactured by Mach- 
lett are about 600 watts. Fila- 
ment requirements are a little 


rough, being 8.2 volts at 17 
amps. 
The tube is operated in 


ground grid configuration, elim- 
inating the need for swamping. 
For better efficiency, the fila- 
ment circuit is tuned by means 
of 5 separate tank circuits. 
These are switched for each of 
the amateur bands. The coils 
are taped down at a point where 
52 ohms impedance is presented 
to the HT 37. The plate circuit 
uses a B & W 850A in a conven- 
tional pi-network. For 10 meter 
operation neutralization was 
found necessary. This was ac- 
complished by means of the field 
expedient method. Under key 
down conditions it will loaf 
along at 1 KW input, with the 
tube just starting to show coler. 


The 2500 volt supply is pro- 
tected by overload relays. Dy- 
namic regulation is achieved by 
using 20 MFD of output filter. 
The bias supply is conventional 
but on the huskie side. Choke 
input is used with bleeder cur- 
rent set at 300 ma. This makes 
for a very stiff supply, which 
is necessary when the 6C21 is 
driven to 80 ma of grid current. 


Cooling is accomplished by a 
blower which draws in cool air 
through a spun glass filter. Part 
of this air is directed around the 
6C21, the remainder is circulat- 
ed throughout the relay rack to 
cool the other components. 


Having had my fill of compact 
rigs, with under rated and over 
heated compononts, no attempt 
has been made at miniturization. 
All efforts were directed to- 
wards reliability and ease of 
service. 


Our many nights of burning 
the midnight oil were rewarded 
by working 19 countries on side- 
band, the first 2 days we had the 
rig on the air.
